Tiie Denbnm Murders—New and Important 


Testimony—Police Fenr of a. Mob. 


[From the London News, May 30.] 
Since the inquest on Friday an important pleee of 
evidence has been obtained By the BacRs constabu- 
lary. They have found that a man niimco Smith 
mat JenKms on the Sunday morninz after the mur- 
der about twenty minutes' walk from Marshall's 
house. That was at about five minutes to eight 
o'clock. 
Jenkins offered a watch and chain to 
Smith, and asked him to buy them. The- watch and 
chain in the nands of the police have ueen shown to 
Smith, who not only Iclentiiles them as those which 
he saw in the possession of Jenkins, but also recog- 
nizes tho domes (.Marshall's) as those worn by the 
prisoner when be met htm on the eventful Sunday 
morning. Smith will consequently be produced as a 
witness. 


Last evening a oainter named Cotton, livine in 


Bellyard, Uxbridge, the place where the alleged 
murderer, Jenkins, lived for two days previous to 
ttie commission of toe terrible crimes, came forvrard 
aud made the following statement:—I kuow Jen- 
kins well. He lived near me, and I have often 
spoken to him. 1 met him last Saturday night in the 
Bel! public house- He eaen said, "I shall have some 
money to-niorrow," and I said to him, ''Yes, I sup- 
po^e a f.jw half-petice;" and he replied, "No; pounds; 
I know ir.Scre I snail get it, and if the olu ——— does 
not give it to me I shall put his 
lights oat."

suit" 
on. I

bean murdered, aud f was going to arrest Jenkins 
for tue murder; for I felt that he had done some- 
thing, muil the boy said that the man who did the 
murders haa been fauna lying with h>s throat cut oa 
a bundle o! sacks in a shed. Only for the boy saying 
that I should have at once seized hold of Jenkins, for 
he was standing by at tlie time the boy told us of the 
murder, lor ray ilrst fhougftt, when the boy spoka of 
murder, was that Jenkins had killed somebody. I 
lelt that he had not got his black coat and his money 
in a right way. 


The next examination of the prisoner is fixed for 
to-morrow, at eleven o'clock, at blough Police Court. 


The feeling among the brickmakcrs (who are ex- 
tremely numerous in the locality, there bems many 
bncs lields near Slough) is very strong agaiiist the 
murderer, and some of them have, it is said, sworn 
to kill him if tiiey can eet him into their hands- 
no Mle threat, as the excitement attending hid re- 
moval to Aviesbury last Wednesday will show. 
Eveiy precaution will be takun by tlie Uucks con- 
stabulary to prevent a surprise by the mob, aud of 
course the time of tlie prisoner's removal from 
Ayiesmiry will be kept a secret, as will al-o that of 
his probable arrival at Slough. The morbid desire 
to possess some memento of the horrible crime ha-5, 
it appears, shown itself very prominently among tlie 
nmtois to the cottage of the murdered family at 
lienham. -A lir tree haa been nearly stripped, and 
many loose articles abstracted from the premises, 
in spite of tlie precautions of Hie police.

conversation of his patients. Notiimg whatever 
is said in Lothair about the pre-eminence of the 
Jewish race, which formed so prominent a feature in 
a former work.

Messrs. Biondin 
aaa Leotard, Herr Joachim, Madame Patti, M. Les- 
seps aud ilr. Fechter—will be all proved to belong to 
the most illustrious of the tribes of Israel. The Em- 
peror 01 the French, though a Jew, can only claim 
artmlty with an inferior tribe; and ilr. Gladstone, if 
a Jew at all, is of the posterity of Shimei, who re- 
viled David. The descent of the Rothschilds from 
tlsu wealthy Israelite who suuphed the materials for 
the golden calf is briefly but cieanv traced through 
t.m money changers who were dnvea out of the 
Temple. 


All this, however, is merely episodical to the con- 


tinuation of Lotlialr's .history- 
The struggle be- 
tween the Protestant and Catholic friends of that 
hero for the possession of so important a proselyte 
which occurs in the present work is only Introduc- 
tory to the far more important contest that is to 
take place In the sequel. The active and inquiring 
mmd of Lothair has long occupied itself with the 
mysteries of the Jewish laith, and the Chief Uabbi 
is now his familiar friend. The Bishop, with nis 
chaplain and trusty archdeacon. Brings a strong 
counter-inuuenee to work. 
And as when two of 
rival parties contest a seat a candidate hostile to 
both may sometimes carry the election, so the astute 
Cardinal, ever on the watch, bears down at the head 
of his Monagnores on the devoted Lotaair, who has 
already begun to talk of building a synagogue. The 
rival ecclesiastics are indefatigable in their efforts; 
the Rabbi endeavors to have tlie Passover 
kept 
at 
Muriel, while tlie Bishop presses 
sausage on Lothair at breakfast, and the Cardinal. 
tries to entrap him into eating ham sandwiches 
at lunch. A domestic circumstance renders the 
triple contest more exciting; for at this juncture the 
cynosure of the Empyrean is conilned of twins, and 
how they shall be baptized is a matter which is 
rightly judged to be of immense importance. The 
bishop Is perpetually dodging about the nnrsery, fol- 
lowed by uls chaplain, bearing a portable tout. Tne 
Monsiguores defeat his design by spreading a scan-, 
dalons report that he and the chaplain are trying to 
make love to the nurses. THe eighth day, so im- 
portant In the rites of the Jewish Chnrch, ap- 
proaches. On tbe seventh night after the blrtn the 
Cardinal seeks Lothair in great agitation, and 
makes the most astonishing revelation. He has 
discovered in the family archives absolute proof 
that Lothalr's grandfather, who is burled in the 
alabaster tomb, was Ms (the Cardinal's) father, and 
that, moreover, ne was a Jew of the purest 
and noblest blood. Not only does the remorseful 
prelate aoandon BIS attempt to convert Lothair to 
Ro.manism, but ne announces his own Intention to 
embrace tne religion of Moses, deferring it only till 
he can go to Rome and try to, bring me Pope over 
witn him to the new creed. This decides the wavering 
Lothair, in spite of tne tears and entreaties of the 
Lady Corisande. The next morning the twins, to 
the great disgust of the Bishop and the DuSe's 
family, are duly admitted into the Hebrew commu- 
nity with all due ceremonies, and receive tne names 
of Moaes aud Aaron. Both are also called Tnssaud 
after 
their grandmother. Lord Moses Tussaud 
Lothair, as he grows up, shows a princely 
prodigality 
of 
disposition, 
and • attests 
the 
purity of his race by an early leaning towards 
Mosaic jewelry, and further by a proposal (which, 
greatly exasperates his noble parent! to sell the "-old 
railing'of his great grandfather's tomb. Lord Aaron 
the younger twin, Is of an Intellectual and specula' 
tive turn of mmd, and devotes himself to the estab. 
ment of one Church by the restoration, not of Chris- 
tendom, but of Israel, and to the extrication of the 
Aryan races Croffl Semitlsm by means of art, of 
which lie is himself a disciple. Having an Hereditary 
ta!ent for modelling in wax. 


We' w-lU not reveal any more of this exciting 


work—the demand for which will doubtless ba uni 
paralleled—further than to note that it contains a 
remarkable peculiarity respecting the dc-ciriaea of 


non-commissioned officers and privates" comprised 
in the aforesaid forty-one troops of the line of "the 
Universal .Republic," Signor Calliani hoisted nis 
flag, "God and People—Universal Republic," uni- 
formed Bis men as far as possible witn tfie Gari- 
baidlan red shirt, bid adieu to the quiet villas?e a few 
days before the 6th, or ihepleotscitary day m France, 
and launched forth on what he called the glorious 
road of all true Italians—the road to Eome and a 
free Italy. His proclamation stated to his followers 
that they would be reinforced before crossing the 
frontier by numerous other corps, all having the 
same objective—to drive out the priests from Rome 
and to constitute Italy one universal republic. "To 
think that the Italians will sit by Idle while we ponr 
.out our blood for these sacred aims would in itself 
be a crime." Sach was the ending nourish of Signor 
Gailiani's card. But a word in regard to the ante- 
cedents of the commander-in-chief. Gailiani belongs 
to the culinary profession; he nas been a cook the 
greater part of his life, and, having principally 
cooked for republicans, it is said that he was early 
imbued with republican ideas while setting up re- 
publican stews and sauces. Upon sach meat, then, 
was fed tins ardent republican before liis recent 
attempt to set Pio Kono and Emanuel at defiance. 
He kept a restaurant, -.riucu was chlafly attsnded by 
ex-Oaribaldians and those of that scarlet hue. He 
himself served in Garibaldi's campaigns and rose to 
the rank of ared-shirted major. After the old hero 
left the scenes for Caprera the major went back to 
his Kiteben, and even while serving culinary bat- 
teries found ample moments to spont politics with 
the visitors aad customers to his eating hall. He 
was noted for his republicanism and always com- 
plained la. a loua voice of the doings at Florence, 
and openly abused tlie King; but no one ever 
dreamed that he would one day become, if not a 
dangerous, a famous, personage. 


Once under way, however, irom his starting point 


at Vollerra, with his forces armed with shot guns, 
sticks and knives, he moved forward ia his cam- 
paign pleasantly, bat rapidly and tortuously. See- 
ing that, the royal troops, as a matter of conrsc: 
soon fell upon his tracks. Ills march was over hili, 
dale, this village and that, until tift was baited and 
captured; consequently it was impossible to keep well 
up in his line ol inarch or at his headquarters. I do 
not claim to snow the illustrious warrior, or to have 
been, at any time at his headquarters previous to his 
surrender to eight royal carabineers, but merely to 
have seen and conversed with some of his followers, 
as with others belonging to ihe same army of "the 
Universal Republic." I followed over the ground 
in the grand republican wake—along the Roman 
frontier, that Is to say—for as to the other sections 
of'the Peninsula where the remaining corps of "la 
BepvbUai" operated—in Calabria, tipper Eomagna 
and the Parmese—the s?.me processes were there 
carried on and with the same final result—suppres- 
sion and capture. 


Perhaps it would be better to give the Italian name 


by which these corps c2e armee are designated 
"(wmcZe." Calliam'B corps was called a "banda." 
A band ia a term of well known signification, as. yon 
may guess, in a country which has produced so 
many banditti. Whether the bands be of brigands 
aud outlaws or of political agitators, the term signi- 
lies here, in the eyes of all honest, quiet-moving 
people, a monstrous abuse, bequeathed from past 
ages ana one which should be speedily made 
obsolete. 
These 
late 
political 
bands 
have 


sprung up all 
over the country like mush- 


rooms; but 
they 
have 
done 
little 
or no 


harm, 
and. after 
causing 
a 
momentary 


conversation and excitement, they will disappear as 
rapidly, without leaving any very durable traces be- 
hind tliem. The flrst insurrectionary movement 
took place iu the quiet little town of Philadelphia, m 
Calabria, and at Catauzaro, where there were sta- 
tioned laborers engaged building a railway under 
thecontnictorshiporMenotti, Garibaldi's son, who, 
however, refrained from taking a hand in the row. 


The whole campaign lias been the work of Jtfazzml 
not of canbahli, or of his sous Meuottiand RIcciardL 


him and retired from the bloodless scenes because 
they Had found It impossible to get iu time to Rome, 
where they desired to go in order to protest against 
the success of the late plebiscilum In France. They 
were mere striplings, who in their Ignorance had 
been persuaded to leave the village on a pretext put 
forward by the seekers alter giory and quattrtnl— 
but not genuine seekers after the Roman frontier. 
Afterwards, In his march or winding flight, Field 
Marshal Galliant brought up at the little village of 
Foslni. Oa inquiring of their doings and appear- 
ances there the inhabitants gave me simply to un- 
derstand tttat "they dranu and paid," and left in a 
hurry. From this point I went further in their wake 
to Montieri and Torniella, bottt places where they 
again 
took, on a little more cider, paying 
like good men, 
republicans, 
for 
all 
they 


tooK. As to the clothes, some of them, I was 
assured, were very badly off; some Had red shirts, 
but some had none tne worse for wear, being con- 
tent witli rags until they reached Toruiella, where 
they procured new suits. The only objects con- 
sidered a lawlul capture were the guns of the Na- 
tional Guard, a few of which were unceremoniously 
taken possession of on the march, but of wmcn, 
However, no use was made other than that of shoul- 
dering them. After procuring a new outfit of clothes 
the band marched on down to Acquapendente, 
where it was to be reinforced by other bands from 
Siena and 100 young men who had left Florence. 
From Acquapendenw ihe entire grand army ol "The 
Universal Republic," it Had. had been eiven out, 
would Invade the patrimony of St. Peter, Zouaves 
and .French notwithstanding. Luckily for the latter, 
the duty of coming into conflict with Signor Galhant 
and His forces was taken off their hands by a pre- 
ventive arrest effected by the Italian troops seat in 
pursuit from Leghorn, Pisa, Siena and Florence. 
The marshal was flnally'halted by eight men ot the 
Royal Carbineers and surrendered to them at dis- 
cretion, with his entire efleeavearmy, at last "only 
consisting of liftsen men. . 
So ended tne second, bnt sham, Mentana cam- 
paign against Rome. Not more tnan a dozen lives 
were lost during thewbole campaign—none at all 
under Guiliani; at one turn of his flight be left a mu- 
sical instrmneat on tae battle field. A great to-do, 
of coarse, has been made by the Pontifical authori- 
ties over tnis republican movement in Italy and

kick against Victor iSmanael's crown. Menottt has 
a fat coniractorship, and the other one has been ac- 
corded a slice of the public good things and lives con- 
tented with hlsyoutigwlfeiuhisfather'shousein. the 
island 01 Caprera. After the calabrlan outbreak the 
movement was taken up nortliwara, troubles oc- 
curred at Pavla among tne troops and citizens, some 
of the sulHoillcers ami soldiers of the regiment then 
deelaied for a "universal republic," and they have 
been punished by a court niartal iu consequence 
Bands next went forth out of Eegglo, in the province 
of jKmelia; they were lairly armed and as nume- 
rous as tbose 01 Calabria. They samuieil up to tne 
rsspectaolu h'nuro 01 aw men, and although ucann" 
new guns or precision took to the neighboring 
heights of tne Appemnes as a precaution against the 
royal forces and ;is a convenient loothoui wueie 
thsymignt be joined by all patriots opposed to ''the 
actual order of things." Then next en suite a fresh 
band exhibited itself in the neighborhood of Sarzana 
near Spezla, and others at oilier points. Finally the 
republican revolution thunders 
forth at 
the 
very gj:es of Florence; the most famous of all bands 
appears -viz., that of Galllani—lor it marches with 
trumpet announcement towards tha Roman, irontier, 
where it may have to contend with giant forces, or 
the Pope's Xouavea and the French army in front 
vrtille the Italian troops take it iu the rear—imperil- 
ing the future of Italy, its diplomatic relations with 
the terrible Imperatore Kapoleone—now stronger 
than ever—all by a rasa movement l That was bold- 
ness enough, surely, on the part of one Galiianl—suffi- 
cient, indeed, to confer an unwonted and, as things 
turned ont, an undue prestige on the special banaa 
operating under the Immediate ordeisof she Field 
Marshal Falstaff. To tell the truth his campaign 
was not as ugly an affair to encounter as the prome- 
nade of the men in buckram, described under tlie 
leadership of the other Falstaff; but, still, such was 
the stake at issue, Hanging by a thread—"Roma"— 
that the royal troops were put In requisition on all 
sides to go in search and for the capture of tne agi- 
tating banditti. The military authorities issued the 
most severe orders for vigilance, not only in regard 
to tlie bands un-Jer Galiianl, but in. regard to keeping 
the troops themselves from being tampered with by 
agents and spies of '-the universal republic." We 
are all weil enough apprized by tnis time that there 
never existed any real cause to fear that Signor 
Galiianl. aud the "troops" under his command would 
or could disturb the state of things so Happily exist- 
ing on tbe Roman 
frontier—waere it might 
be said at tne time tne Pope's gendarmes ana Cus- 
tom House officials sleep in the shade half the time 
aud those of the Kingdom of Italy the other half. 
According to the system of campaigning In search 
or glory and the enemy put in practice by Signor 
Gailiani nothing could be more agreeable at this May 
season and In this most pleasing Italian land—viz 
bedecking one's seU with a red sHirt, with garlands 
of roses and other flowers around one's Head, and 
drlnkinc wme by the wayside every hour or so un- 
til mildly led away to u'e down on conches furnished 
at government expense. The region of country from 
Voltura to Cecina, a village station on the railway 
between Leghorn and Rome, is one smiling valley, 
dotted witn country cottages, villas, villages, vine- 
yards, beds of flowers, with the blue perspective and 
waruie of the Mediterranean almost m a stone's 
throw down to tiio Pontifical border. Along such a 
country it may easily be imagined tnat no very stoat 
or stoical heroism was deemed requisite by tne re- 
publican warriors in order to carry on their aims, so 
they indulged freely, their chief work, after eating 
drinking aud ucrryiug, being to speechify for re. 
crnus wherever they stopped, bnt with little success. 
At Cecina I had a conversation witti three of tHe 
young villagers wno had been pnrsuaded to join the 
band, but who had become faint-hearted at the press- 
ing sounds of tue royal troops, and who had re- 
turned home. They stated that Galliant was not by 
any. "jeans a stem commander; but tiaey had left 


abortive attempt against Rome. To listen .to their

In conver- 
sation the other day with & very intelligent Italian, 
upon the origin and nature of these "republican 
bands," he remarked, "Kely upon it^ all this move- 
ment signifies nothing other than an attempt to far 
Quatlrini.—to make & little money on the the part of 
some of idle fellows, backed by a few fools, and in- 
spired by that life-long 
conspirator, Sazzinl. 


THe latter, to view of the approaching vote 
In France, no doubt, 
considered 
the 
time 
propitious to inaugurate His usual 
troubles. 
Nothing is easier than to get np a conspiration in 
Italy. It is done by emissaries and secret documents 
and watchwords. Sot lone ago it was considered 
a worK of patriotism to conspire. The habit remains, 
and has rather been fortuied, if anj thing, by the 
facile example set by Garibaldi, wno succeeded so 
admirably in I860. But there is no just cause nowa- 
days lor conspiratious or such tumultuous demon- 
strations at our universities as cave just occurred at 
JSaples and Turin. 
The government is wretchedly 
managed; the finances, custom house and army- 
affairs could scarcely be in a worse state: yet, you 
see, the masses get along very weii, all tiie s.ime, and 
even progress is being made. The national govern- 
ment and national unity are best after all. 
Italy a republic I Ko; the Italians, indeed the 
whole Latin race, are imflt for that. They have taken 
a fold from which they cannot wre^t tneuiselves; 
they will be either Catholics or nothing, monarchists 
or nothing. A vouag people like the Americans can 
only be a peome or republicans; we are too old a 
race for that." Habit :ia.-i realiy become a second 
nature with our old generation ol conspirators: but 
they will not succeed in making other recruits in the 
future. The masses are intelligent arid good, aud 
are capable of great work. They nave oilier aims 
than those of the conspirators by nrofesston.

without any cause, rhyme or reason, 
to this day, whenever he has occasion to buy a 
cisar will stroll ail awry aud askant—rocfcr—a 
half hour in front of the government snop, peering 
in and out of the door aud vicinity oelore making 
bold to go in aad ask for a cigar; the cigar onus ia 
hand, he slinks away from the counter as if ail the 
white coats of Austria were watching his least and 
every movement I asked him one day why he 
acted in this way.

Tiie Italians, a 
soldiers, an idea, a book, a newspaper, a Tree Amer 
can or Englishman, a sound, their own shadow— 
they fear everything. They fe.irod their own be 
loved Austrians. 1 told a high Roman Mmiste 
once that he might govern without bayonets; tha 
the Romans could easily be led by a silken threat 
He replied, 'Impossible, and, besides, we hay 
eisrht Powers to uphold us.' Where are his eigh 
Powers with their bayonets now? Tne true solu 
tion, not only for this Papal question, but as well fo 
all our troubles, issteam."

The Council is still Holding forth in its delibera- 
tions on iniallibillty, notwitstaudlng hot weather 
which has just set in. Aichblshop Manning gave 
me to believe, in a short conversation yesterday 
that we would know the result of Its labors by Si 
Peter's Day, the 29tu of June, and that there wouu 
at that date be an end of all things spiritual ant 
temporal, or, in other words, that the £oiimenica 
fathers would terminate their deliberations then 
at St. Peter's, and that those deliberations wouli 
be of an eclipsing nature. 
Vedrenio! The now 
illustrious archbishop gave me further to under 
stand that the ceremonies on Corpus Christi Day 
would be grander tuan ever tbey were before in 
Rome, owing to the presence of the assemble! 
Church. He was kind enough to engage me to stav 
over in Rome for the spectacle. The Pope was ou 
this evenmc at an agricultural exhibition in the 
villaoi'Prince Borghese. The old jientlernan walked 
around in bis white sown, red sombrero and sltoes, 
much to the edification of a small crowd, of which 
the foreigners composed, so to speak, only the dre5s 
of that class of gentry still lying over here from the 
winter season. His Holiness was looking serious 
and feeble, bnt walked without any assistance. 
Many pious ladles fell down on their knees iu ihe 
grass before him and kissed ills leet with zeal. The 
yu.ar<Lla, nobile men pulled them up, and the olt 
man reached His carriage at lasl. Crowd not over 
enthusiastic.

The heavy ralna which nave fallen witnin the last 


:ew days have done some little damage in the coun- 
try by causing a large land slide on tho Mount Diablo 
road, and thereby blocking up the thoroughfare 
between Spanishtown and St.-Anns. The weather 
of late has, however, been generally favorable 
to tbe growing crops. The usual May rains Have 
been continuous, and extending to all parts of the 
island, and, though puSlcicnt lor agricultural pur- 
poses, have ncc overflowed the rivers or caused the 
usual amount of destruction in the cane fields. 
There is every appearance of a continuance of this 
weather, much to the delight of the planters, who 
are talcing advantage of it to plant large lioMs for 
the next season, Jn the High mountains the weather 
has heen loo wet for picking and curlusr coffee, but 
in the lower districts, where the ordinary quality is 
produced, these rams are of the greatest beacuc to 
the planter of coffee. 


Logwood continues very scarce, and, although 
"jut few vessels are loadmp, there are no slocks at 
tne wharves or shipping places, aud this weather 
will effectually prevent liny quantity from being got 
out for some time to come. Extreme prices are, 
therefore, paid by shippers desirous of lining up. 
As the prices for this article are more favorable 
than lor a long time past In the United States rhe 
bult of shipments will Be made there at the present 
price. 52s.. unless there comes a considerable rise in 
the foreign market. 
Fustic continues scarce and wanted. 
Ginger comes to market but sparingly and nnds 
ready sale. 


There is but little demand for shipping, owinij to 
the short sugar crop and the scarcity of dyewoods. 
SeeklUE vessels can only find employment at low 
rate'.

The Irrepressible Conflict ia 
Europe—Old 


Ideas and modern Progress. 


Europe is agitated front one end lo the other 


with conflicting ideas of the past and present. 
There ia throughout the length and breadth 
of that Continent an irrepressible conflict 
between old ideas, privileges, dogmas and 
institutions, on one side, and the enlightened 
views, general intelligence, progress and aspi- 
rations of the people on the other. 
This is 


true, too, of the whole world to some extent— 
of America, Asia, Africa and Australia as well 
as of Europe. But, with the exception of this 
great American country, Europe is far more 
advanced in civilization than any other part 
of the world, and it is there mainly that the 
battle between the past and present has to be 
fought out. 


The 
American 
republic 
has 
passed 


through the conflict to a certain 
point 


and 
is 
far 
in 
advance 
of 
Europe. 


Though it has not solved all the problems 
of political and social life, and has yet 
Inuch to learn and do, it continues to march 
in the way of progress and to lead other 
nations. The American republic is the pioneer 
of nations in breaking down the prejudices 
and banders of the past, and in elevating the 
masses of mankind from the political and 
social degradation they have been in to inde- 
pendence, equality and prosperity. In 1775 
the people of this country laid the axe at the 
root of monarchy and established the princi- 
ple of self-government and political equality. 
Insignificant as the new republican confedera- 
tion was then, compared to the grandeur and 
power of European nations, the success of the 
war for independence and the principles in- 
volved, it was the greatest event in the history 
of mankind since the commencement of the 
Christian era. Its effect upon Europe has 
been very great It was the leaven which, 
working silently but unceasingly, has per- 
meated the mass of European society. That 
great political and social upheaval, the first 
French Revolution, received its impulse from 
the American republic, as, in fact, have most 
of the other revolutions and reforms in Europe 
since. 
la the war of 1S12 we established 


the principle of commercial independence 
and equality. 
The assumption, brute force 


and domination of maritime Powers had 
to yield to the principle of freedom and 
equal rights on the seas. In this case, too, 
the United States battled^for the rights of man- 
kind and laid the solid foundation for the inde- 
pendence and equality of nations. Our great 
civil war that ended in 1865 gave the death- 
blow to domestic slavery. After bringing the 
negro race for the first time in history within 
the pale of civilization through the process of 
domestic servitude under a superior race, we 
have given them equal political rights and an 
equal chance in the race of life with ourselves. 
Indeed, we have solemnly proclaimed equality 
of rights to all races and conditions of man- 
kind. We have no hereditary governors or 
masters and no privileged classes or orders. 
Thus, as was said, this republic has passed 
through the first and most important stages of 
the political and social contest of modern 
times. 
Europe has entered upon the struggle 


and is in the midst of it. We have led tho 
Way, and now from our advanced position look 
down as hopeful spectators upon the conflict 
in the Old World. 


Burns happily expressed in one of his 


poems the sentiment which underlies all the 
political and social movements of the age when 
he said "A man's a man for a' that." The 
revolutions, 
agitations 
and 
combinations 


of 
the 
people 
Jiave 
for iiieir object 


the emancipation of the masses from political 
degradation and exclusion, aad from social 
misery. 
Until within a recent period the mass 


of the people in nearly all the countries of 
Europe have been in political slavery. The 
laws have been made by a few composing a 
privileged class. The people have had no 
voice in making or executing them. 
The 


people were but the slaves of the aristocracies 
or oligarchies, and in some cases of a single 
despot. If they were governed wisely or with 
moderation that was an accident, and was 
only because the rulers found it safe or to their 
own interest to govern so. Centuries of such 
despotism and exclusion from political rights 
steeped the people iu ignorance and degrada- 
tion. Yet there was no law, moral, philosophi- 
cal or divine, which justified the political 
slavery of the bulk of mankind to a few who 
had usurped the privilege of governing. The 
consequences of this state of things are seen 
in the stupendous debts, overwhelming taxa- 
tion, enormous standing armies feeding upon 
the industry of the people, the extravagance 
of governments, the sacrifice of millions of 
lives on battle fields to sustain the dynasties or 
their ambition and the fever of excitement 
among rival nations that is kept up. In' fact, 
the masses of the people have been ignored 
until lately as if they were a herd of cattle, 
to be used or slaughtered at the pleasure of 
their masters. 


The press, the telegraph, railroads, steam 


power and other wonderful inventions of the 
age are rapidly changing all this. Intelligence 
is diffused now with lightning speed. It pen- 
etrates the remotest villages and settlements. 
The people everywhere are becoming educated 
in principles and facts through these agencies 
more than through the schools. Very many 
workingmen to-day know as much as states- 
men in former times. As a consequence the 
monarchies, aristocracies and oligarchies of 
Europe are shaken to their foundations. Em- 


tho press, the telegraph, steam power and 
the other agencies of modern civilization. 


Still, the struggle between the past and 


present has only commenced in Europe. Much 
has yet to be accomplished, and this may only 
be through revolutions, wars and great blood- 
shed. The First Napoleon said fifty years ago 
that Europe was destined to become either 
republican or Cossack. He did not foresee 
the mighty agencies that were going to en- 
lighten the world. The period has gone by 
when that Continent could be Cossack or under 
a military despotism. That remarkable book, 
"Lothair," has shown the ideas that are fer- 
menting in the Old World—the conflict of 
monarchy, aristocracy and priestly assumption 
and dogmatism wilh democracy, equality, free- 
dom in religion and rationalism. With all the 
apparent bias of the author, Disraeli, for aris- 
tocracy, as exhibited in the refinement, intelli- 
gence and fine character of his hero and the 
other nobles he introduces, the great character 
of the work, after all, is Theodora, who repre- 
sents the impulses and progressive ideas of 
the age. 
Rationalism^ invested with a sort of 


respect 
for religion, but 
not 
believing 


in Christianity, as generally understood, is 
not, however, the only motive power of demo- 
cratic progress. 
In America the basis of 


democratic freedom and institutions is Chris- 
tianity ; at least the connection is very close. 
An established and privileged Church, or a 
hierarchy, 
even though Protestant, is not 


necessary for the maintenance of pure Chris- 
tianity; nor is rationalism, in the accepted 
sense of that term now, necessary to establish 
and perpetuate republican freedom. Religious 
independence and pure Christianity is com- 
patible with republican freedom. 
We have 


solved that problem in this country. 
Mr. 


Disraeli might have learned that fact if he bad 
studied America as thoroughly as he has 
Europe. In this matter, too, the republic of 
tlie United States is destined to exercise great 
influence upon Europe and the world. 
The 


Ecumenical Council at Rome may do what it 
thinks proper; priests, ardent converts and 
Jesuits may plot; the high aristocratic Church 
of England may be agitated about hair- 
splitting dogmas and ceremonies, but we shall 
cherish the .Christian religion and religious 
independence. In this, as iu political matters, 
we have fought the battle and established 
the true principle. 
Europe, as was said, has 


now entered upon the struggle. 
We have 


no doubt that in the end she will follow our 
example. 


General Grant's Ksliins Excursion. 


One of the most serious drawbacks to an 


inland fishing excursion is too much -water, 
and this is the very drawback which com- 
pelled General Grant and party on Friday last 
to beat a retreat from his trout fishing excur- 
sion among the trout streams of the Pennsyl- 
vania Alleghanies tributary to the west branch 
of the Susquehaana river, in the neighborhood 
of WestporL "The rains descended and the 
floods came," as they come in the rainy season 
in the Alleghanies—heavy outpourings from 
the lowering clouds, in rapid succession, night 
and day. The mountain brooks swollen into 
roaring torrents, the larger streams into rush- 
ing rivers, and the Suaquehanna itself ex- 
panded into an inland sea, simply flooded out 
for the time being all the fishermen in those 
regions. So it was that the President and 
party did beat a retreat back to Harrisburg; 
but even in his retreat ho was temporarily, at 
one point, headed off by an avalanche of mud 
and rocks swept doTrn from tie mountains upon 
the railway track. 
Tlie excursionists, how- 


ever, after some detention, got under way 
again, the rain pouring down, and towards the 
sunset of the eventful day were safely housed 
in Harrisburg, under the hospitable roof of 
G-eneral Cameron. And thus ended the trout 
fishing excursion of the President and party to 
the lovely Alleghany regions of Central Penn- 
sylvania, for the President and party will re- 
turn this morning to Washington. 


It is understood, however, that, though Gen- 


eral Grant caught very few trout by hook and 
line on this adventure, the executive railway 
car kitchen and dining room was well supplied 
with "the speckled beauties" on the upward 
journey, and likewise with the best of Penn- 
sylvania beefsteaks and biscuits and butter 
and ham and eggs (scMhken u nd oyer), and also 
with coffee and strawberries and cream.

THE 
LAND GKABBEKS—Cunisa IT Too 


FAT.—On Saturday last Senator Pomeroy 
(immense on railroad land jabs) called up the 
bill relating to the Central Division of the Union 
Pacific Railroad, making a land grant. Sena- 
tor Sherman, on the spot, opposed the bill as 
an extraordinary violation of the land grant 
policy of Congress, which had always been the 
reservation to the government of the alternate 
sections; but this bill proposed to give to one of 
the branches of the road concerned one-half the 
lands for ten miles in width on both sides of 
the road for three hundred miles, and to the 
other branch the other half of these lands, 
thus leaving not a solitary 'acre to the govern- 
ment in a session along the road twenty mil^s 
wide and three hundred miles long. This 
demand is the height of impudence; but it 
shows the degree of impudence to which a 
compliant Congress has encouraged these rail- 
way land grabbers. 


THE COOPEES nt PHILADELPHIA are on a 


strike, and numerous cooper shops, some of 
them quite extensive establishments, have 
been burned, the natural inference being that 
the strikers were the incendiaries. If such is 
actually the case it would appear that the 
coopers on strike have lost all discretion in a 
wild hope of vengeance. 
They certainly do 


not expect to get the privileges they are 
striking for any sooner by thus reducing the 
number of shops where they. could be em- 
ployed and thus necessarily reducing the de- 
mand for their labor. 


Futhcr Preston on t'cpal Infallibility. 
From the numerous sermons delivered yes- 


terday, of which we give respectively a brief re- 
port this morning, that of the Rev. Father Pres- 
ton, of St. Ann's Roman Catholic church, is, we 
think, entitled to our special consideration. 
First, we think so because the question of 
Papal infallibility now under discussion before 
the great Church Council at Rome is agitating 
the whole Christian world, Church and State, 
and especially the leading Christian States of 
Europe, Catholic and Protestant. 
Secondly, 


because a number of American bishops in the 
Roman Council are opposed to the proclama- 
tion of Papal infallibility as a dogma. Thirdly, 
because a very considerable portion of tho 
enlightened and liberal Catholics of the United 
States are believed to be opposed to the 
proclamation of the dogma; and lastly, be- 
cause the learned and eloquent Father Preston, 
a native American, and formerly a minister of 
the Protestant Episcopal Church, may be con- 
sidered as faithfully reflecting the general 
sentiment of American Catholics and Catholics 
in America in reference to the spiritual 
authority of the visible head of the Church. 


And what says Father Preston? He con- 


tends that Mother Church is of necessity the 
teacher of the mysteries of the Christian faith, 
looking to harmony and unity among its 
followers; that the Bible is full of mysteries 
which otherwise interpreted result ia heresies, 
scepticism, divisions and confusion; that the 
great Council of the Vatican across the water 
will, therefore, be right in pronouncing the 
Pope as the head of the Church infallible—that 
is, that his decrees in religious matters are 
and are to be authoritative and final. And 
why not, for if his teachings are false where is 
the stability of the Church? Father Preston 
says, too, that he has for a long time been ex- 
pecting tais decision, and that he will rejoice 
in the consummation of the great truth which 
he doubts not will soon be promulgated. 


The American Catholic view, then, of Papal 


infallibility is strictly spiritual and has nothing 
to do with temporal affairs. 
Among the rulers 


of the great Powers of the European Continent, 
however, the apprehension is entertained 
that the Pope clothed with this dogma of 
infallibility may possibly assume to teach 
the Catholics of France, Prussia, Austria 
or Italy, for 
instance, at 
some 
poli- 


tical 
crisis, 
their 
political 
duties 
as 


Catholics, 
and 
that very serious con- 


sequences may follow from the conflict of 
authority thus likely to be raised between 
Church and State. 
We, however, apprehend 


no such dangers from this alarming dogma in 
Europe, and certainly we have no fears of any 
political difficulty from it ia this country of 
free thought, free speech, free schools and 
universal toleration. 
Father Preston gives us 


that which will be at least the Amsrican 
Catholic interpretation of Papal infallibility in 
confining it absolutely to matters of religious 
faith and instruction. 
Nor do we suppose 


that the Holy Father, under this dogma, has 
the remotest idea of reviving those bloody 
European conflicts of times long past between 
Church and State, or those terrible struggles 
between 
Catholic Stales and 
Protestant 


States which culminated in the thirty years' 
war in Germany. Such things, in this age of 
seneral progress and enlightenment, cannot 
be revived. Let the Holy Father, then, have 
Ms dogma; yea, let him, have all the dogmas 
he may ask. He is. indeed, a good man, and 
we may trust him and his successors too. 
The great controlling, progressive and liberal- 
izing Christian spirit of Ihe age will still hold 
the balance of power, even at Kome. 


Scotia annexed, as he is supposed to know a 
thing or two about the private sentiment of 
Influential citizens in both provinces.

The Bed Men in Town. 


"Spotted Tail" and his delegation of the Brule 


tribe of Sioux and Dacotahs, including Swift 
Bear, Fast Bear, and Yellow Hair, reached this 
city on Saturday last, and were "put up" at the 
Astor House. In the evening they were regaled 
with the bewildering military spectacle at Nib- 
lo's, and they enjoyed it hugely. 
Yesterday 


they were taken to our great Park, and to-day 
they will probably go shopping. Red Cloud and 
his party will leave Washington in a few days, 
and they will be brought here, notwithstand- 
ing his protest against the route via New York 
and his "wish to go home by a straight line." 
The special object of the government in bring- 
ing these Indians from the base of the Rocky 
Mountains on this excursion, is to impress 
them with the power of their Great Father and 
his white children, and with the comforts and 
advantages of civilized life; but this experi- 
ment from time to time has been tried over 
and over again with various tribes of our red 
brethren, and never with much success. We 
dare say, however, that even the intractable 
Red Cloud and his party will be sufficiently im- 
pressed by the sights and wonders of this trip 
to settle down quietly upon their reservation 
and go to work; and we think, too, that Red 
Cloud's revelations of the outrageous frauds 
and atrocities practised upon him and his peo- 
ple by rascally whites, will have a good effect 
in establishing henceforward something like 
honest dealings with these Indians. 


• In fact the plain rhetoric of Red Cloud has 
already affected the sensibilities of some mem- 
bers of Congress. 
Senator Morrill, who has 


charge of the Indian Appropriation bill, called 
upon him yesterday and rather enthusiasti- 
cally sympathized with his wrongs and the 
wrongs of his race. He even suggested that 
if Red Cloud came North he would find 
multitudes of white friends who would take 
him by the hand and stand by" him and his 
nation long after he had left. Red Cloud ap- 
parently did not take to that advice very 
cordially. He doesn't care much for this 
lip 
service. 
He wants his lands, and 


he probably comprehended on this occa- 
sion that Senator Morrill, who was talking to 
him, was a great chief of that very "council'" 
that has been in the habit of giving away his 
lands to white speculators for a song. His big 
Indian heart could not take sympathy from 
any such source. Delegate Hooper, the Mor- 
mon, who was present at the conversation, 
spoke a good word for the Indians and said 
the Mormons had never been troubled by 
them. Red Cloud thanked him and said the 
Mormons dealt fairly and talked straight with 
his people. It may be that herein is the true 
solution of the Indian problem after all.

Authority. 


The gentleman in Brooklyn who has been 


appointed by the local Health Board of that 
city to look after the sewers and 'cesspools 
seems to have been seized with the idea, pro- 
bably because of a similarity of names, lhat 
Ihe Governor of Ihe Slate, with the consent of 
the Senate, made him the Health Officer of the 
port of New York, or at least gave him 
coequal powers with that important official. 
Dr. Cochran seems not 
to 
be 
aware 


that 
the 
Jurisdiction 
of 
the 
Health 


Officer 
extends over all the waters and 


everything that floats thereon in what is 
termed "the port of New York," which em- 
braces an area, according to the acts of Con- 
gress, thirty miles distant in all directions 
from the Custom House building. Dr. Coch- 
ran contends that when a vessel leaves the 
Quarantine ground and lands at a Brooklyn 
wharf she is beyond the jurisdiction of the 
Health Officer of the port, and becomes there- 
after subject to his orders, which is a sad 
blunder. As a sanitary measure the Health 
Officer of Brooklyn haa the authority to order 
a vessel away from any of the piers of that 
city in order to abate a nuisance, but beyond 
this he has no more right to control a vessel's 
movements than a stevedore possesses. 


It would be advisable for Dr. Cochran to 


make himself familiar with these facts, as any 
further conflict of authority between the two 
Health Officers may result in the Brooklyn 
gentleman being sentenced to ten days' con- 
finement in the hospital ship on the West 
Bank, which would afford him ample time to 
study the Quarantine laws and the acts of 
Congress relating to ports of entry. 


COOLIE SHOEMAKERS FOE MASSACHUSETTS.— 


A gang of seventy-five Chinamen are en route 
from Chicago for North Adams, Mass., 
where they are to be employed in a boot and 
shoe factory. They are under the direction 
of Koopraanschap, and are the first gang sent 
East. We fear there is mischief lor Massa- 
chusetts in this experiment. It is manifestly 
an experiment against the shoemakers' unions 
of that State, and, if successful, it may lead to 
an overwhelming invasion and occupation of 
Lynn and all the other shoemaking towns in 
the State by the Chinese. 
Then Lowell and 


all the other cotton and woollen manufacturing 
cities and villages in the State will be supplied 
with Chinese operatives, and the Yankee fac- 
tory boys and girls, bag and baggage, will 
have to clear out; and so Massachusetts, in the 
course of twenty years or less, may become a 
Chinese settlement, with the Puritans' subject 
to the Mongolian Balance of power and ths 
Puritan religion overshadowed by the worship 
of Buddha. This, we fear, is what Koopman- 
schap is preparing for poor old Massachusetts 
with this gang of coolies for the boot and shoe 
factory at North Adams. Descendants of the 
old tea party, what think ye of this thing? 


THE SIAVEKT QUESTION rs THE SPANISH 


CORTES—CASTELLAB'S PJROPOSAI.—-It is said 
that Castellar, the eloquent republican deputy 
in the Spanish Cortes, intends to bring forward 
a motion for the complete and immediate 
abolition of slavery in the colonies, with in- 
demnity to the present owners.

few signs of an approaching calamity that tho 
congregation at the Catht^c Apostolic churcb. 
must have been rather starii<^ when their 
preacher announced that the end df |ho world 
was near at hand. Similar announcements 
have been frequently made during the past 
ten centuries; but that awful day— 
When wrapped iu fire the realms 01 ether glow, 
And Heaven's last thunder snakes tlie world below, 
has not yet dawned. We think the public can 
rest assured that the universal collapse will 
not be so sudden as not to give them time ia 
which to prepare for the other world. Be- 
sides, the practice of attempting to scare 
sinners into repentance by gloomy predictions 
of the destruction of the earth seldom results ia 
good. It is calculated to make one desperate 
to think that he is likely to wake up some fine 
morning and find himself converted into a part 
of the tail end of a meteor. In all seriousness, 
though, this end-of-the-world business, if it 
makes Christiana at all, can make none but 
very nervous ones. The man who desires to 
go to heaven only because it is likely to be 
too warm in the other place has about 
as much religion ia him as the man who is 
frightened into seeking the aid of God. There 
are other ways of warning sinners to repeat- 
ence. Of course there is a vast deal of irre- 
ligion in the world, and with Dr. Dix, who 
preached at Trinity yesterday on the sub- 
ject, we deeply deplore, it. People are too 
absorbed in "accumulating yellow dross," no 
doubt; many worship only when the day is 
fine, and others indulge so much iu pleasure 
that they never think of worshipping at all. 
This is" what Dr. Dix thinks, and ha is right. 
And are not the preachers to blame ? "The 
best preaching," said Rev. Mr. Talmage at the 
Central 
Presbyterian 
church, 
"is 
that 


which 
makes 
men 
sick 
of 
sinning," 


which is very true. 
Unfortunately, we 


have 
not 
a great deal 
of first class 


preaching nowadays. The same clergyman, 
who seems to be a keen observer and a man of 
sound sense, also slated that all the sanctimo- 
nious people he had known had turned out 
badly. We shall not go as far as Mr. Talmage, 
but we admit that over pious mortals need 
watching, which is something we would never 
think of doing with the members of Mr. 
Beecher's congregation, excessive sanctimo- 
niousness not being one of their character- 
istics. 
This doubtless is because of the. 


moral certainty they have of 
salvation. 


Mr. Beecher's discourse yesterday, by the 
way, was a quiet, sober one on Christian dis- 
cipline, a subject which the hearers of the 
pastor of Plymouth church ought to have felt 
interested 
in. The 
title of the sermon 


preached by Rev. Mr. Morrill at St. Alban's 
church, ''The Christian's Warfare," Would 
have been quite applicable lo the act of the 
conservative Episcopalians connected with Ihe 
Church of the Transfiguration, who prevented 
the ordination of the graduating class of the 
General Theological Seminary because lha 
members are believed lo have imbibed ritual- 
istic doctrines. 


Ia several of the churches allusions were 


made to the death of Dickons and eulogies 
pronounced on his genius and works. Dr. 
Bellows, at the Church of the Messiah, ia aa 
eloquent discourse, declared that Ihe end for 
which the great novelist worked "was invaria- 
bly exalted, noble and high," and that ''his 
words reached hearts preachers could never 
louch." 
In a sermon on joy and love, 


delivered at the

Department originally proposed the.treaty and 
urged Denmark to consent to it, rather against 
her wishes than otherwise; and as the people 
of St. Thomas voted rather enthusiastically ia 
favor of the annexation; and as our govern- 
ment, in view of the dilatorineas of the Senate, 
asked for and obtained several extensions of 
the time for exchanging ratifications of the 
treaty; and as the Senate finally let the date 
of the last extension go by in seeming igno- 
rance without any action in the matter, we 
cannot deny that we have been discourteous 
to a friendly nation and a cordial well-wisher, 
and that it is due to our dignity and to Den- 
mark's wounded sensibilities that we apolo- 
gize. The fact is that we are somewhat of a 
boor in the society or the well bred and high 
born nations anyhow. We are disposed to pay 
too little attention to the courtesies due at 
times, as much between nations as between 
individuals, while, on the other band, we are 
also disposed, at times, to truckle too much to 
other and less friendly nations of high and 
haughty prestige. 
Both 
these faults are 


inconsistent with the honest republican sim- 
plicity that should be ours. We can and 
ought to be honest and candid in our foreign, 
policy, without being either a boor or a syco- 
phant.

A Strange Divorce Suit—Can tho Defendant 


in a. Divorce Suit Remarry ?—The New York 
and i"cnnsylvzLnia, Statutes Conflicting. 


PntLADELpniA, June 12, ISTO. 


In the Court of Quarter Sessions yesterday, before 


Judge Allison, an intercstiuc case was heard, the 
charge being adultery and bicamy against Gilbert R. 
Eodan and Mary Tully. In 1833 Gilbert Rodan 
was married in the city of new York to Charlotte 
Stafford and continued to reside with her until 
18C9—thirty-six years—having by her eight children. 
In 1869, Itodan, balng sexton or Christ church, in 
Now York, took up with one Mary Tully and left 
New York and came to Philadelphia, where they 
have continued to reside ever since. 
The adultery 


with thi: said Mary Tully was committed in April, 
1S69. and June following the decree of divorce was 
granted on the application of Mrs. Rodan. A certi- 
fied copy of the divorce proceedings in New York, 
in which it was set forth that the divorce 
was granted 
upon proof 
of 
the commission 


of adultery by Gilbert Eodan with Mary Tully, was 
read. On behalf of the defendant, his counsel ad- 
mitted that they had been livmir together as man 
ana wife, which tney really are. the marriage hav- 
ing taken place in October, four months after the- 
decree of divorce. By the f(ew i'ork statute, as also 
by the statute of Pennsylvania, it is declared that 
when a divorce is obtained oa the ground of adul- 
tery the guilty party is not permitted to "marry 
during the divorced wife's lifetime. 


The Judge said that it was clear the decree of 
divorce separated tlie husband and "\Flfe absolutely, 
but it was a question, and the only question in the 
case, whether the Court should not give effect to the 
Sew York statute. If so, the defendant, Gilbert 
Kodan, has been guilty of adultery. The crime of 
adultery is not Indictable or punishable in the State 
of Pennsylvania, unless the offence is committed 
witnm its jurisdiction, and there is no evidence of 
the crirns of adultery having been committed In this 
State. 


Tne Court reserved its decision. The second Tvife 
Is of prepossessing appearance and about forty years 
old. Rodan is apparently fllty-flve years of age. 


A Bankruptcy Decision—Important Opinion 


on tui Insolvency Case. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 12,1870. 


Judge Lucllow yesterday delivered the following 


interesting and Important opinion in the case of R. 
E. Winternita. insolvent:— 


This IB a rule to show causa why the petitioner should not 
be permitted to file a bond conditioned for his appearance 
at the next term of the Court of Common Pleas, then 
and there to present hla petition for the benefit 
of the insolvent laws of this Commonwealth. The case is 
this;—Wmternltr was sued In the Supreme Court at niri 
critu, in au action founded on actual fraud. Judgment for % 
large sum was obtained against him. Upon this judgment 
a aisn was issued, and be was arrested and is now la the 
county prison. Pending these proceedings thu petitioner was 
adjudged bankrupt on his own petition, and was discharged 
on*Iunel2, 1869. The plaintiffs in judgment at niripriut were 
notified, it is said, of tho proceedings in bankruptcy, and 
did not sea fit to prove their debt. Winternltz, who has been 
In confinement more than sixty days, nowdesires to file the 
bond as requited by our State in order that he may be dis- 
charged. It i» very clear that if Congress has legislated upon 
this particular subject the power of this Court under the 
latrB of this State Is at an end, and thia because under the 
constitution of the Umtea States Congress may con- 
fer 
exclusive 
jurisdiction 
upon the 
United States 
Courts. This 
position cannot be denied, and coun- 
sel for the plaintiffs 
In 
judgment resist 
this ap- 
plication—nrst, 
because their causa of action 
has 
ripened into judgment which i« debt provable in bank- 
ruptcy, and, second, because the inaolrent laws of the Com- 
monwealth must be taken as a whole, ana If any part of 
these laws is suspended by the operation of the Bankrupt act 
co must the whole be; therefore they contend that we 
cannot make 
this 
rule absolute. 
The first posi- 
tion would be a stronp one If it had not been 
repeatedly decided by 
the 
United 
Slates courts 
that 
a 
debt 
fraudulently 
contracted Is not dis- 
charged by adjudication of bankruptcy. 
The twenty-sixth 
section of the act of Congress expressly exempts bankrupts 
from arrest, except in civil action, when ttie same is founded 
on the same debt or claim from which his discharge in bank- 
ruptcy would not release him. The exception" restrains the 
power of the United States courts, and they cannot discharge 
judgment or prevent its enforcement by State authoruy. 
'i'his has been already decided. It is useless to argue that the 
National legislature haft legislated upon the whole subjest 
covered by our Insolvent laws, for here is a case purposelv 
excepted. The United States courts have neither right to in- 
terfere with the judgment of Slato courts founded upon 
fraud nor can they discharge from imprisonment those 
against whom these judgments bare been obtained and 
whose persons are btid in execution. Ic is not decided 
ttmt Congressional legislation upon the subject of debt 
suspends the operation of the State law upon the same sub- 
ject, cor that, the law extends the jurisdiction cf the 
United States courts over th« person of a debtor; but whereu 
in this Instance a clause in the act expressly excepts au Indi- 
cated class of coses It surely must have been the intention of 
tbo national legislators not to Interfere in aspecined class of 
cases with the faws of the several States. To sire any other 
construction to the act of 
Congress 
would 
be 
to 
leave the 
petitioner 
without redress, and to 
declare that Imprisonment for debt had not only been re- 
vived m the Untted States, but was also the perpetual incar- 
ceration of tho debtor, who, whatever may hare been his 
conduct, is not to be punished with such severity.

Secretary Fish and General Babcooh. 


Secretary Fish, was before tile San Domingo Inves- 


tigating committee last night, and produced the of- 
ficial correspondence of Raymond H. Perry, com- 
mercial agent at San Domingo. This correspondence 
covers a large amount of manuscript, and consists 
mainly of protests on the part of Raymond against 
concession and grants being made by the Dominican 
government to private parties after the negotiation of 
the treaty of annexation wittt the United States. Mr. 
Fish, in answer to a question, stated that he thought 
General Babcocfc would have transcended his powers 
had he presumed to ask the Dominican government 
to release Batch. 
The St. Thomas Treaty—III Feeling of the 


Danish People. 


Letters received from Denmark show that the 


gouBmment and statesmen of that country continue 
to be much mortified at the neglect of the Senate 
of the United States on the subject of the St. Thomas 
treaty, that body having two years ago been informed 
of its ratification by Denmark, and the period for 
the exchange of. ratifications having been several 
times extended at tlie request of this government. 
The last time expired on the 14th of Aprn. The 
Senate allowed it to elapse without one word for or 
against the treaty. The correspondence says the 
people feel now, as heretofore, that it Is a clear 
breach of international good breetlrag, and that they 
have not been treated with the consideration that one 
friendly Power should show to another. It was sup- 
posed that the Senate, at the present session, would 
taSe some notice of the matter; but in this there has 
been disappointment. It seems to be settled that 
Denmark will make no farther movement on that 
subject, especially In view of the fact that the pro- 
position to purchase was originally made by the Ex- 
ecutive Department of this government, Denmars 
using reluctant at first to enter into the negotiation. 
It appears from these letters that the treatment by 
the senate is more complained of than would have 
been the failure to ratify the treaty, and that if the 
treaty had been promptly acted on, though rejected, 
this would have left less unfriendly feeling than, is 
manifested among the Danish people. 


The Shipbuilding Iritercsts in France. 


The Unltea States Consul General for France, John 


M. izeade, Jr., has addressed a letter to John Lynch, 
chairman of tne Committee on the Decline of Ameri- 
can Tonnage, relative to the condition of the French 
naval and commercial marine. Mr. Reade calls 
special attention to the protection afforded the ship- 
building interests by the French government. This 
is in the form of a rebate or drawback similar to 
that proposed by the bill repojted to the House by 
Mr. Lynch. Mr. Reade states that the provisions of 
this act seem to be inadequate to the actual Teqnire- 
mentsof the interest it was intended to protect. It 
la a notorious fact that shipbuilding in France has 
for several years past been gradually declining. The 
number and tonnase of vessels, built is growing less 
with every year. In view of these facts the principal 
shipbuilders in Havre, Bordeaux and other leading 
ports of France have addressed a series of manifests 
to the government, setting forth the inadequacy of 
the decree of June 19, 1SCG, and praying for further 
protection. The sense or tneir memorial may be 
stated In a few "words, as follows:—The decline of 
shipbuilding in France is becoming more alarmingly 
apparent from day to day. Constructors are dis- 
couraged and are rapidly closing their yards, with- 
drawing their capital from the business and invest- 
ing in other directions. Since the tax on foreign 
tonnage has been rendered uniform with that on 
French tonnage, foreign vessels have monopo- 
lized 
an 
excessive 
portion 
of 
the carry- 


ing trade 
of France. 
The 
activity 
of the 


principal yards or Great Britain, Italy and the Jforth 
German Confederation, contrasts most unfavorably 
for France with the decline of her shipbuilding in- 
terests, the abandonment of her yards and the de- 
crease In her tonnage. 
The increased activity 


displayed by these Powers in the building of first 
class vessels Indicates that tney appreciate ttte de- 
cline of the shipbuilding interests in France, and are 
preparing to monopolize among themselves her very 
important carrying traae. In the course of three or 
four years France will have lallen from the rant of a 
first class to that of a fourth or fifth class mari- 
time Power. 
IT the present unfortunate state 


of affairs

difference in. the aid extended by the French 
government to its marine and that allowed by for- 
eign Powers to theirs must be taken into considera- 
tion. If the requirements of the government ren- 
der an extension of the privileges accorded to French 
vessels impossible, certainly foreign ships should not 
be admitted to the enjoyment of the same privileges. 
The manufacturing interest of France, protected 
by a tariff varying from five to twenty-five nor cent, 
has no right to demand a uniform rate of taxation 
on French and foreign tonnage, to the detriment of 
the national carrying trade, lowering the rate of 
freight and in the end transferring that trade en- 
tirely to foreign bottoms. The matter, thus fully ex- 
plained, is now before the Chamber of Deputies, and 
a committee has been appointed to Investigate and 
if possible apply a remedy to the evils of which the 
memorialists complain. Mr. Reade further states 
that the French government now pays government 
subsidies to steamship companies employed in Its 
postal service to the amount of $4,716,495. 
The New Bill for the Revival of American 


Tonnage. 


The following is a copy of the bill introduced in 


the House of Representatives on Friday last by 
ilr. Morrell, of Pennsylvania:— 


That from and after the passage of this act, 
whenever any imported materials are used in the 
construction, equipment or repair of sailing vessels 
or steamers built in the United States for the pnr- 
ipose of being so'd to foreign owners or solely used 
In foreign trade and commerce, there shall be al- 
lowed and paid by the government of the United 
States, under such regulations as the Secretary of 
tne Treasury may prescribe, to the parties building 
such vessels or steamers, a sum of money equal in 
amount to the duty which shall have been paid on, 
such materials at the time of Importation; and 
whenever materials of American growth or manu- 
facture enter into the construction, equipment or 
repair of such ships or their machinery, there shall 
be allowed and paid to the parties building the same, 
under like regulations, a sum of money equal 
In amount to the duties on such 
materials 


If they had been imported from foreign countries; 
provided, however, that any sailing vessel or 
steamer built under the provisions of this act may 
enter into and enjoy the privileges of the coasting 
trade of the United states by paying into the Treas- 
ury of the United States, under such regulations as 
the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe, the 
amount previously received under the provisions of. 
this act as subsidy in the construction of such vessel 
or steamer, less ton per ceut for each year she has 
been engaged in trade and commerce with foreign 
countries; and provided farther, that the foregoing 
provisions shall only apply to contracts made after

Release of the Cuban Privateer Hornet. 
The Cuban privateer Hornet has been under seiz- 


ure since last fall at Wilmington, N. C. Mr. Lemns, 
as Charge of the Cuban republic, appeared in thi 
District Court of North Carolina in November las 
and claimed the vessel as the property of the Cuban 
republic, but Judge Brooks decided the Court could 
not take notice of the existence of the republic o 
Cuba. An appeal was taken from this decision to 
the Circuit. But yesterday the President directed 
the release of the vessel and all the property seized 
to Mr. Fernando Macias, the original purchaser o, 
the vessel from the United States government, re- 
qntring, however, bonds in the sum of $50,000 that 
the vessel shall not be used to commit hostilities 
igainst Spain nor in any other way in violation of 
:he neutrality laws of the United States. General 
B. F. Bntler and Hon. W. E. Chandler are the sure- 
ties upon the bond of Mr. Macias. The vessel and 
other property restored are valued at about $100,000, 
and the decision of the President to release is the 
cause of great rejolcins among tae friends of the 
Cuban patriots. 


Ited Cloud's Departure Postponed. 


The departure ot Red Cloud and his party for New 


Tort, which was to have taken place to-morrow, 
has been postponed. He desires another confer- 
ence with the government authorities, which will 
probably be granted. 


Mortality Statistics in the Census. 


It appears that marshals and assistant marshals, 
n some quarters, have supposed tne schedule of 
mortality in the present census to have been can- 
celled by the Amendatory Census act, passed last 
ifay.

KEPOKTEK—Do you not know that the Indians and 
civilization are against each other? 


SPOTrEO TAIL—Yes; but we do not want the Dale- 
faces. We want our lands. Leave us alone. The 
Indian does not read ana write.

KEPOKTEH—Then you are sarislied?

Ked Cloud thanked him, and said he had received 
much kindness while here from the big chiefs, but 
he could not forget his people at home. He was 
sent here to care for their interests, and he thought 
of them sleeping and walciug, lor they were on his 
heart. He had asked for the removal of Fort Fetter- 
man because If was a curse to his people and in- 
stead of protecting them, as tne Great Father 
Bad told him, it

abusing squaws and other bad wort. He hoped 
there would be no war, and there would not if the 
whites waited for the Sioux to commence it. His 
people having no food have to hunt, and when they 
do that they are told they were on" their reserva- 
tion and were shot at. This made trouble, and the 
Indians get tne blame, as they Have no writers or 
papers. 
Delegate Hooper was introduced and said his peo- 


ple— the Mormons— had crossed and recrossed the 
Plains for the last twenty-two years, through the 
Sioux country, wita their women and children, cattle 
and goods. In all that time, though more thin 
eighty thousand persons, they Bad never lost a life, 
an animal or a bale of goods nnOl the railroad was 
bunt; since which they had lost some property on 
the train. He felt it his duty to bear this testimony 
to the good conduct of Eed Clon-J and his people 
toward them.

WEMPOBT, Pa., June 10,1870. 


Last evening, on the forty minutes past five 


P. M. train from Washington, Senator Cameron's 
fishing party left the national capital on their 
long talked of piscatorial excursion into the moun- 
tains of Northwestern Pennsylvania. The party 
which left Washington consisted of the President 
of tlie United States, Mrs. Grant, Miss Nellie Grant, 
Master Jessie Grant, Postmaster General Creswel], 
Senators Edmunds, of Vermont; Howe, of Wiscon- 
sin, and Robertson, of South Carolina; Represent- 
ative Hooper, of Massachusetts; General Porter, Pri- 
vate Secretary to the President; Marshal Sharp and 
wife and son, ana last, though not least, General 
Cameron, the host 


A special car had been secured for the occasion, 


which added tne extra comfort of seclusion. Tlie 
weather at the time of starting was anything but 
encouraging. Not satisfied with fifteen days of rain, 
after an intermission of one day the floodgates were 
again opened, and the well soaked face of nature 
was subject to another drenching. When the Presi- 
dent arrived at the train with his family, the rest of 
the party awaiting Mm there.it was just finishing 
np a very severe shower. Arriving at Baltimore the 
party toot carriages across

for the

Railway 


for Harrlsbnrg. Here the palatial Presidential car 
of the Pennsylvania Railway was In readiness. The 
parly immediately embarked. The gorgeous saloons, 
commodious staterooms, silk trimmings, mirrors 
and numerous licntea candles were rather more 
suggestive of the journey of a royal family than of a 
plain republican President, attended by a few of the 
higher officers of tlie government, on a fishing ex- 
cursion. 


At forty minutes past seven P. M. we left Balti- 


more, our car being attached to the regular train 
for the North. A sumptuous lunch was now spread 
in the main saloon, and was much enjoyed by appe- 
tites not only whetted by the absence of dinner, but 
as well by the ride. 


Ac midnight we reached Harrisburg. The train 


was halted near the residence of General Cameron, 
where the party disembarked to pass a few social 
hours while awaiting the departure of the Erie train, 
to whicn it was proposed to attach our car.

.DIVISIONS IN THE BEP0BI.ICAN PAI1TT. 
The indications iu the Senate lor the past. weeS or 
two point to tt division among what are termed tne 
leaders of the republican party. It, looks very inucu 
as if the old condition of ailairs that existed during 
Andrew Johnson's administration was about to ba 
repeated, one part of the party going willi the Presi- 
dent and another opposing mm. Iu the present in- 
stance tne radical republicans will go with tlie 
administration, while the conservatives will trv to 
form the nucleus of a new party, affiliating mure 
or less with the democrats to break down govern- 
ment. The debate on St. Domingo has developed 
this feeling to an extent which was not anticipated 
by either party, certainly not by the administration.

His mexperiencein 
public affairs makes him more orlesstimtd, or at 
least tolerant of the opposition of such men as Sum- 
ner. The old jealousy of the military power, which 
cropped ont to such a degree when Grant was 
elected, has not quite died oat. In the Executive 
session, the other day, it is said Sumner accused the 
President of endeavoring to set up a military des- 
potism. 
For one, if this was contemplated he 
wanted to Imowit. The effort to prevent military 
officers from holding civil positions was an- 
other ebullition of this same reeling. The Cuban 
Question is another rock upon which tne republicans 
are likely to split. There is known to be a large 
majority in the House, made up of republicans and 
democrats, and a respectable minority, if not more, 
in tne Senate, that favor the recognition of the 
Cubans as belligerents. 1'he administration, under 
the guidance of Mr. Fish, stiil holds to its old posi- 
tion, and already a prominent lawver nas been en- 
gaged to write down Banks' report for the news- 
papers. The fact that this gentleman is connected 
with the State Department, as counsel !s supposed to 
show that the administration is disposed to continue 
to pursue the policy heretofore adopted towards 
Cuba unless Congress should decree otherwise. Tlie 
financial questions are another source ol division, 
the Western republicans being antagonistic to those 
from the East on all questions of currency or bank- 
ing. Altogether the councils or the party are by no 
means harmonious, and the breach is widening 
daily.

The Presidential Train Blocked Up—.Return 
of Eiio 1'arty to Harrisburs- 


nAimisijcna, June 11,1870. 


The continued appearance of rain debarred the 


President from indulging at all in the angling sport 
at IVestport. This was a disappointment, as the 
success of his trout fishing experience last year had 
excited his desire to try again. Yesterday afternoon 
a small party having started returned after a brief 
absence on account of the rain. Notwithstanding 
this face, however, there was no lack, of trout, aud 
the culinary accommodations on one of the cars 
enabled all to indulge tucir taste ror them 11 they 
could not gratify their taste for the sport. After dark 
the most terniic rain that we had as yet experienced 
came down like a threatened deluge. 


Tne necessity ror the return or the President to 
Washington before Monday morning, and fears 
being entertained in regard to the condition of travel 
in view of the prospective rise la the streams at six 
o'clock last night we set out on the return, 
haltlug at a station called Kenovo. At five o'clock 
tnls morning we agalnset out, but bad proceeded 
but a. few miles when the train was brought to a 
short stop by an enormous landslide which covered 
the track to the depth of twenty feet and a width 
of about 200 feet. 
There being no prospect 
of getting the track cleared the party walked over 
the immense pile of earth, rocks and trees to a tram 
on the opposite side. On this train we rode as lar as 
WillUmsport, where we dmcd. Thence the train 
hastened on lo this point, arriving shortly after 
seven" o'clock. Tne party proceeded at once to 
Uc.ieral Cameron's residence, where they rest to- 
jiik'hl.

Constantino Belinonico. 


On Saturday afternoon this well known citizen of 


New York died suddenly at Ms residence on West 
Twenty-seventh street. Mr. Delmonico was one of 
the firm of restaurateurs, than wiom there are no 
better Known men in the United States. He was 
born in that part of Switzerland bordering on Italy, 
and came to this country with his parents and nacle, 
while quite a child. John and Peter Delmonico started 
the famous restaurant. In 1835 their place was de- 
stroyed by flre, after which they opened the Broad 
street, house. After the death of John als brother 
Peter and a nephew succeeded to the business and 
later the firm was comprised solely of the sons of 
John, as at present. Constantino Delmonico was 
sun in the prime of life, not being yet fifty years of 
age. A short time ago he lost his wife, a much 
loved and estimable lady. Personally tne deceased 
was an urbane, hospitable gentleman, whose amia- 
ble traits of character hart gained mm an extensive 
circle of friends. He leaves four orphan children 
who. of course, are amply provided for, their rather 
having left a large fortune. The funeral of Mr. Del- 
monico will take place from St. Patriot's Cathedral, 
to-morrow (Tuesday) morning, at ten o'clock.

The latest news from private sources give full 
particulars of the terrible earthquake which nearly 
ruined tne entire city of Oaxaca on the HEh of this 
month. About liaif.past eleven P. SI. several hard 
shocks were felt, causing destruction ofllie and pro- 
pertv all over the city. The motion was oscillating 
at tlrst from south to north, then vertical or trem- 
bling. The.sbocks lasted about fifty-eight seconds, 
and 
in force, destruction and severity sur- 
passed anything of the kind that has ever taken 
place in this State. Oaxaca is probably one of 
the strongest, most firmly constructed cities iu Mex- 
ico; yet the condition or the houses since 
tne earthquake Is truly deplorable—some of them in. 
compieta rums. Tlie palace is almost destroyed, 
and will require thousands of dollars before it call 
be made suitable for occupation. San Francisco Is. 
one mass of ruins, and the whole of the corridors of 
the old convent of San Juan de Dios tell, burying 
four persons anc* wounding many more. The clock: 
tower, which was only finished on the 5th of May, 
was shaken down, passing through the top of lire 
building into the Supreme Court rooms, and through 
the floors of these Into the portaB of the palace. 
The total number of persons killed Is about one hun- 
dred, while it is impossible to ascertain the number 
of the wounded. The shocks continued the next 
day (Thursday), and about a quarter to one a very 
•severe one was felt. Friday there were one or two> 
very slight shocks. Terror reigns supreme, ana 
upon the countenance of erery one anxiety and 
rear of greater evil are plainly depicted. All remained 
In the public squares and outside of the city for rear 
that ereater shocks would come, and, on account ol 
its dilapidated condition, would make a complete 
ruin of the entire city. 


A YOUNG DAKE-OEVit.—A gentleman, who was a 
passenger, states that when the train coming cast 
arrived at Jefferson City yesterday the Inspector pro- 
ceeded, as usual, to tap the car wheels, to test their 
soundness, when He ai«co.vered a boy under one oi 
the cars, who had been stealing a ride fiom Kansas 
City. He had formed a sort of net of rope, io which 
ne lay suspended like a spider in its web, between 
the axle of.one of the trucks and the noor of the car. 
Tlie boy was routed out of his place and'quite a 
crowd gatliercd about htm on the platform. He waa 
disposed to be saucy, and said he had no favors to 
ask of anybody. He stated that ho had ridden in 
tjiis way thousands of miles. As the train was mov- 
ing off slotvly from Jefferson City tne boy pot in his 
OKI place again under the car while It was in mo- 
tion. Tlie conductor was notified and stopped the 
train. Tile boy waa hauled out from his lurking 
place, and taking np a atone was in the act of hurl- 
ing it at the conductor, when the lattsr knocked him 
down.

The real pitched 
battle came off to-day. The national bank council 
Shrew out Its skirmishers yesterday, and to-day 
opened upon the taxpayers from its masked bat- 
teries. 


THE PA.BTICtri.AKS. 


Early In February last, bill 378, providing for 


$46,000,000 additional subsidy to the national banks, 
passed the Senate, went to the House and 
was referred to the Committee on Banking 
and Currency.

lie HERALD that it was hastily thrust ont of sight, 
and did not make its appearance until to-day.

YACHTING. 


English Opinion of the Snpplio's Challenge to 


tl»e Cambria—"Return Matches" Offer. 


[From the London News, May 30.) 


_Mr. Douglas, the enterprising owner of the Sappho, 
wild; like his beautiful vesael, has been winning 
golden opinions since his visit to English waters, Is 
gallantly resolved not to rest on his laurels. He Is 
making sport for our home-staying yachtmen. and 
encouraging them to emulate his well won victories. 
With a generous fairness that deserves hearty 
recognition he now oirera to sail the Cambria 
two return matches, each sixty miles to wind- 
ward and back. If this were all, there would 
not be much- to say for or against 
such a 
challenge, 
except 
that 
the Cambria would 


probably be content with the result of her recent 
trials under similar conditions. But the owner of 
the Sappho offers to give the Cambria time allow- 
ance lor difference of tonnage, according to the 
Royal Thames Yacht Club measurement in cue race, 
and according to the New York Yacht Club in the 
other. Nothing could be more handsome and cent 
siderate than these terms. The difference of tonnage 
measurement, according to the Royal Thames Yacht 
Club, is so considerable that in light weather,' and 
perhaps even In an eight knot breeze, the Sappho 
could hardly hope to allow It to the Cambria 
without most seriously imperilling her chances 
of success. And in a moderate breeze, even ac- 
cording to the measurement tonnage of the 
New York Yacht Club, the diflereuce would be 
nearly sufficient in a time allowance match, to turn 
the odds in lavor of the smaller craft. In a strong 
breeze, on a long open stretch, we should still be dis- 
posed to put oar faith In the powers of the American, 
even against the time allowance; but in light or 
baffling weather a time allowance will beat the most 
powerful craft; Just as in a rubber of whist between 
the most unequal players, "cards will beat their 
makers." 
For the sake of yachting sport both in England 


and [America we trust thac Mr. Douglas' offer Will 
be accepted. Whatever may be the Issue of the trials 
between, these two vessels it ought to aid in the so- 
lution of some nice questions, and contribute to the 
settlement ol some interesting controversies among 
builders and owners and the sailing committees of 
the yacht clubs on either snore of the Atlantic.

COSTA R!CA. 


Revolution in San Jnsc—Oi-crtlsroxv of Presi- 


dent Jimenez—Uetutis of the AiFttlr—Xfce 
Weir Cvovernuicct. 


JAMAICA, May 25,1870. 


A revolution occurred in San .foae, the capital of 


•Costa Rica, on the 27th of April, resulting in the 
overthrow of the government of President Jesus 
Jimenez, and the establishment of a new one, with 
Dr. Bruno Carranza at its head as Piovlsional 
President. 


The military Stneute that upset the administration 


•of President Jesus Jimenez ^commenced at tlie artil- 
lery barracks on tlie morning ol tlie 27th April. At 
about nine o'clock the gate was opened to give 
entrance to the cart that usually brought rodder for 
the Dorses and mules of The corps; buton ihatday 
two carts came Inatead or one. The last one had 
nine men, armed with revolvers, under the grafS, 
who, as soon as tne carts entered, at a signal given 
iy tne cartuian, jumped out, rushed upon, the cuard, 
killed the officer and every man that opposed them. 
Thence they repaired to the quarters of the 
commandant of the barracks, Biseuni, who shot the 
first man that entered, but the latter returned the flre 
and blew Biscubi's brains out. Tlie nine assailants 
were immediately joined by a large body of men. and 
they made themselves master, first of the artillery 
barracks, and later that of the Infantry, alter the fir- 
ing of a few shots only. They next secured the per- 
son of Senor Jesus Jimenez, the President of the re- 
public, in the afternoon of the same day Santiago 
Millet, with 400 men, came from Cartajro to the re- 
lief of the government, but he was 
notified 
that if he attacked the city President Jimenez 
would be immediately put to death. Jimenez then 
ordered Millet and his force to lay down tueir arms, 
which they did, aud on tne following day he and all 
She other prisoners were set at liberty. No one has 
been, persecuted or banished. The chief of the 
movement was Tomas Guardla; he had tne assist- 
ance of several young men belonging to San Josg, 
among them Horaclo Carranza and Victor Guardia. 
The new government is as follows:—Dr. Bruno 
flarranza, Provisional President; Guardia, Com- 
mander-ln-Cliief of the military forces, aud Dr. 
Lorenzo Moatufar, Secretary of Foreign Relations.

The Messages ot the Mayors. 


[From the Sunday Mercury.] 


On Monday last tne new regime under which the 


affairs or this city will henceforth be administered 
was formally inaugurated uucler auspices of the 
most cheering character. Tne occasion was marked, 
among other thing, by a message from Mayor Hall 
to the Common Council, succinctly reviewing the 
municipal situation and impressively pointing out 
the duties which the change in the organization of 
our city government has imposed upon those re- 
sponsible for the working of the machinery. This 
message is as hopeful in its tone as It is practical 
and judicious m its suggestions. It reflects the 
confidence 
of one wno, taking 
a compre- 
hensive survey from the heijht of his exalted 
oSlcial station of the waole Held of operations, 
iees nothing to dishearten, but, on the contrary, 
iverytiiiug to strengthen the pleasing anticipation 
that under its present rule New YorK will coutrnue 
to crow in prosperity and develop on an unprece- 
dented scale all the elements of greatness it pos- 
sesses within itself. Very different in its character 
was the communication made the same day by Hie 
Mayor of Brooklyn to tne Common Council of that 
city. Mayor Kalbfleisch's annual budget, when pre- 
sented, was evidently prepared in a spirit of despon- 
dency, provoked by the desperate state of aa'atrs ex- 
isting over the river. Unlike Mayor Hall, he sees 
nothing m the prospect but unceasing debt, add;- 
iouai taxation and widespread coni'aslon. And 
while the chief Magistrate of New YorK addresses 
himself to his associates in the city government m a 
rtyle indicating the existence of the best relations of 
joulidence between him aud them, his brother om- 
iial of Brooklyn speaks to hia Council m a strain 
bowing that he nas no hope from their co-operation 
n anjtuing he might attempt wherewith to remedy 
:ne crying evils he points out and to lighten the 
heavy burdens of the Brooklymtes. 
But it 13 when we come to figures that the contrast 
tween Sew York and Brooklyn, as regards govern- 
ment, most forcibly presents itself to us. Not to 
speak of the enormous debt which Brooklyn has 
managed to roll up within the last few years, aud 
which is still rapidly Increasing, ttie rate or taxation 
is greatly in favor of New York, being only 
2.27 per cent over here—a large reduction, by the 
way, 
from last year—while over the Bast river it Is 
not less than, three per c^nt. So in tiie valuation of 
Improved property, the advantage is on the side of 
this city, where the valuation averages about forty 
per cent of the real value, while in Brooklyn it 
reaches the high figure relatively to the real value of 
seventy-live per 
cent. Thus it will be seen 
that tlte taxes to Brooklyn are about double 
what they are in New York. This exorbitant 
and oppressive rate of taxation is the natu- 
ral result of tne criminal extravagance winch 
has marked for years pabt, and continues to eharae- 
tcirzc, the government of Brooklyn. 
In New YorK 


eciinomy is the rule, with but few exceptions. In 
Bi ooklya.Jou^the co"trary, the public expenditures are 
made on tue most lavish scale and in the most reckless 
manner. Already i-Tospeet Park, which is out la its 
infancy, and not to be compared In extent with our 
grand Central Park, has coat almost as mucli as tlie 
latter; and tlie men who Have speculated In real 
estate in its neighborhood are clamorous for a yet 
more profuse outlay. 
Tlie Board ol Education uave 
made a requisition this year for $900,000, in addition 
to tue $90,900 required to be raised under the pro- 
visions of the law of 1S67, swelling the total amount 
for educational purposes to nearly $1,000,000 to be 
raised in the taxes for one single year—an enormous 
lucreu&e on former years, aud this without any 
necessity. 
With a debt which, according to Mayor 
Kalkbeisch, is now eight per cent, of the assessed 
valuation of property within tne bounds oj the 
city, aud withauutt an administration as now affllcta 
it, the outlook tor Brooklyn is certainly of the most 
gloomy kind. 


The "Tity of Caxatiou" has fallen Into the hands 
of a gang of ring ilueves. From the Board of Su- 
pervisors down, this combination includes within 
its malign circle every department of the city gov- 
ernment, plunder being the common bond of union. 
The pernicious Influence of this unprincipled clique 
is seen and felt in every branch of the public ser- 
vice and Is telling most injuriously upon the best 
interests of society in Brooklyn. Whereas here in 
New Eork our excellent police arrangements, the 
prompt conviction in our courts and exemplary pun- 
ishment of offenders are having a marked effect m 
increasing popular respect for cue law aud its otll- 
cers, and thus strengthening the foundations of 
social order, in Brooklyn t'ie arm of justice haa be- 
come paralyzed and the courts of law aud the judges 
are rapidly falling into contempt with the people. 
Somctlung like anarchy now ptevails there, aud un- 
less the Intelligent citizens bestir tfiemselves and 
promptly hurl from power the cormorants who are 
leedliig upon the vitals oi the community it Is to be 
feared that these men will, by the course they are 
pursuing, drive an infuriated populace into despe- 
rate measures to obtain redress for the wrongs 
heaped upon them.

Hence it was that in the past week the 
active periods which were scattered througu the 
general dulness prevailing In Wall street were the 
work of the clique operators in their efforts to beget 
activity.

and then brought to life again, 


and although trie latest edition or the Fund- 
ing bill was spread far and wide, the public 
did not become enthusiastic.

buying mood, and will not be until they can see 
something of what Congress intends to do.

Jack-in-the-box manner in which Garfleld's bill was 
shelved one day and bounced on the floor next day

for the more active shares. It has been strong and 
higher for Pacific Mail, Wabash and St. Paul; lower

The dulness linstocks has been due in a measure 


to the weakness in gold, which during the week 
declined to 113X, closing at 113X. The temper of 
the spacnlatioh in the Gold Boom lias almost en- 
tirely changed. The •'bulls" are few and far be- 
tween, while the ranks of the "bears" are growing 
larger daily. Tne "bears'" point to the glut of specie 
in the banks, the prospect of a prepayment 
this month of the $35,000,000 July interest and the 
weakness of foreign Exchange. The glut of specie is 
easily accounted for when we reflect that the pre - 
sent cotton crop has given us about $60,000,000 more 
sold than we had last year—that is, the crop is about 
600,00u bales in excess of the supply for the corre- 
sponding period of last year. As the total crop will 
certainly reach 3,000,000 bales, the exports will 
teach at least 800,000 bales more than last year.

The money market opened easy enough at threft to 


four per cent, with flvo as the exceptional rate. As 
tlie week progressed tiie figures became four to five 
per cent, with three tne exception. The change Is 
due to the cessation of the flow ol currency from 
the interior aud to a retrograde movement of slight 
extent. Tlie bank statement, details of which are 
given Delow, shows that the loans have been de- 
creased 
about three 
millions and 
that the 


specie and legal tenders liave fallen off ihree 
and a 
half minions, against a decrease in 


deposits of only five and a half millions. The dis- 
crepancy is due to the iact that the loans drawn in 
were funds left upon hypothecated stocks and bonds 
on which the banks were earning only four to five 
per cent. Those who read the bank statement each 
week are accustomed to think that the loans should 
figure in the deposits. They do not necessarily. 
The money lent on stocks and bonds appears as a 
loan, aud may or may not as a deposit. When such 
loan is called in it appears as a contraction, of loans 
but not necessarily as a decrease of deposits. 


THE BAKE STATEMENT. 


The weekly statement of the associated banks is 


unfavorable, In snowln? a loss of about three and a 
half millions of reserve, although as the deposits are 
down about five and a half millions the surplus re- 
serve falls off only about two millions. The loss in 
specie is two and a half millions, reflecting the 
heavy payments of customs this week aud the ex- 
port of specie. A decrease of a million In legal ten- 
ders confirms the movement of currency to the 
West, to which reference was made in this column a 
few days since, and which was predicted from tae 
figures of the previous statement. The decrease in 
deposits is made up of the loss of specie aad 
greenbacks and the receipts of tiie Treasury from 
the internal revenue collectors. The contraction in 
loans seems to be due to the calling in of money 
lent on pledges of stocks and bonds to Wsll street 
firms.

EOn Saturday last, it being ascertained by the Quar- 
antine authorities that a number of vessels had 
been removed from docks where sent by them and 
distributed among the storehouses owned by Coch- 
ran's friends, in the neighborhood 01 Fulton and 
Wall street ferries, • the steamer Andrew Fletcher, 
•with a force of police on board, was desoatched to 
these piers, with a view of enforcing the law made 
and provided for such cases. 


The law Is as follows:— 
"Whenever the Health Officer in the performance of bis 


4ntleE, and in the execution of the powers imposed and con- 
terred opon iiim by law, or by any regulation or ordinance 
made in pursuance of any stalute of tlus State, enall order or 
direct the master, owaer or consignee of anj vessel subject 
to quarantine to do any act or thing, or comply with any 
regulation, relative to said vessel, or to any person or thing 
on board thereof, and said master, owner or consicnee shau 
neglect or refuse to comply with such order or direction, the 
•aid Health Officer shall hare power to employ such persons 
jtnd assistance as may fie neeessary to carry out and enforce 
•nch order and direction, and the persons so employed shall 
Bare a lien on such Tessei, her lacSuc, apparel and furniture 
for their service* and expenses. 


Upon arrival the first vessel to which attention 


was alrected was the schooner Rough Diamond, of 
Id&tanzas, which arrived a few days since from that 
port, aud not having a clear bill of health, was re- 
stricted by the Health Officer to a position outside of 
the Atlantic docKa. This vessel it was ascertained 
Isad been removed under a permit of Dr. Cochran to 
Prentice's store; at the'tlrne of the removal her cap- 
Sain was not on board.

board the Fletcher decided to return to Quarantine 
and leave the whole matter to the courts. 


It is understood complaints ma be made to-day 


against the captains of tlie vessels who nave vio- 
lated the Quarantine laws, as wvll as against Mr. 
Vrentice and Dr. Cochran, for opposing and re- 
sisting Quarantine oitlcers in discharge of their 
duties. 


DK. COCHSAN'S STATEMENT. 


Tne following is saiU to be Dr. Cochrau's state-

About seven o'clock on Fridav evening a gentleman came 


up lo me fnjffl tbe Baltic street dock and tola me that certain 
vessels were about to be removed I'rooa the docks to Quaran- 
tine. One was a barfc at Baltic street, a brig at Prentice's 
(IccS and a snip at Onion stores* I went to tbe JBaltlc street

From the Baltic street stores I went over to Pierrepont's

CHICAGO, June 9, 1870. 


CliiC3go is unquestionably great m tiie growing 


expansion of her area, great iu Her increasing trade, 
great in gigantic speculations, great as the grand 
centralizing point of railroads, great in divorces and 
great in the diversity ami extent of.

At Farwell in the evening there was gathered a 
large attendance, the attractive as ws.l as brilliaut 
.feature Items an eloquent and interesting address 
by Mr. Goldivln Smith, the well-known recent great 
exponent of progressive ideas iu Eugl-md and pre- 
sent lecturer oa history in Cornell University, ills 
theme, and one with which lie is pre-eminentlv 
familiar, was "The Present Political Crisis m En"- 
land Considered iu it-i Bearings on Political Science."

The absence of a written consti- 
tution was lelt in England. Had the great charter 
been a constitution it would simply restrict some of 
the prerogatives of the king. The constitutional his- 
tory might be descriued as a transfer of power from 
the Home of lords to the Commons- He traced the 
. powers given the King under the charter and the 
vesting of judicial power in judges, ami other Dowers 
Irom the time of James the Fir.-t aud how the same 
were changed by the revolution of 1688. He also 
traced the right of legislative veto and showed 
how William the First administered in person for- 
eign affairs. He gave a history of the power of the

a bin against the CiUliofics. Finishing up the hls°- 
torj or the pa^t, he came to speak uf the power now 
vested in ths king. At present the king was a fig- 
urehead. The ministers are really the creation of 
Parliament, aud Ihe King does not attend their cabi- 
net meetings.

King has the right to uafhe the commander-in-chief 
of the army, out in time of peace this was nn great 
pov.'er.

Father Preston advanced and preached a very elo- 
quent sermon from the text, selected from the twen- 
ty-eighth chapter of Matthew, eighteenth verse. 
There is a peculiar charm In the oratory of Father 
Preston, for he speaks entirely extemporaneously, 
yet with a certain precision and freedom that are 
truly marvellous. One would thtaK, to hear him, 
that his phrases had been nicely selected and admi- 
rably arranged before hand. His remarks are per- 
suasive, rather than wildly declamatory, and his 
treatment of a subject is from a method seldom found 
in off-hand orators— particularly in the pnlplt. His 
subject seems to be measured off, as of so many feet 
on a straight line, with many lateral branches; but 
when the reverend gentleman goes off In illustration 
or observation towards one of these branches he 
never loses his way and rorgets to turn back, but, 
feeepine in mind the logic ot his discourse, returns to 
the main proposition. This admirable faculty of 
continuity and assimilated terseness is embellished 
with a rich abundance of diction and a musical flow 
of pleasant periods. The polisn that covers an ad- 
dress distilled through such intellectual strata is of 
course marked and effective; and because of these 
qualities Father Preston has obtained His present 
high standing among the priesthood ana clergy In 
elucidation of the text he said that this was the day 
of the 


COMPLETION OP THE CHRISTIAN FESTIVALS, 
and that it suggested many interesting themes bear- 
ing upon the well-being and glory of the Holy 
Catholic Church, which now stood before the world 
the living embodiment of truth, the fearless enemy 
of sin. He thought It peculiarly opportune to refer 
to some of the articles of faith and some of the 
divine mysteries which belonged to the office of t he 
true Christian. Among them was the mystery of the 
Holy Trinity, confirmed aud decreed in Ecumenical 
Council in A. D. 326. My5ieri.es were of two kinds— 
those which relied for explanation upon the evolu- 
tions of reason, and those mysteries in grace which 
could only be brought through the Chnrch— the 
agent of God on earth and His way to the kingdom 
of heaven. 
Owing to the distance between God and 
His 
children 
it 
was 
impossible 
lor man 
to 
decide 
upon 
all 
articles 
of 
doubt in 
faith for himself. There must be some tangible 
responsible and constituted authority, and that au- 
thority was the Holy Catholic Cuurch. How much 
ot heresy and unbelief, of atheism and infidelity 
were to be found In that society where every man 
was the architect of his own theology, making from 
a shallow- mind and an impoverished education a 
creed of his own! All this had injured unity— the 
unity of the Church in man, the unity typified bv 
the Trinity. Tbe Church was teacher of these mys- 
teiiei to men, and such an instructor was necessary 
for were not the Holy Scriptures full of masteries y 
The Bible was not a boot ot dogmas or a catechism. 
Hence there must be some court to decide upou dis- 
puted points. The 


1I1-STEKY OP THE HOLY TRINITY, 
now almost universally accepted, even by dissenting 
sects, was solemnly declared In 325; and now the

the representative and folloVer of the lowly fisher- 
man. Catholicism and Protestantism have removed 
him so far away into the region of the gods that he 
seems no longer near to man. One of the most cel- 
ebrated of all books, the "Imitatio Christi," which 
has been translated into every language under the 
sun, which has been printed in a thousand editions, 
ana read by the highest and lowest of men, is me- 
chanical in its tone, and though the author rook 
Christ to pieces and set them up separately in the 
minuteness of his examination, showing only their 
truth and beauty, yet he saw nothing of humanity and 
only the attributes of a God. Protestantism has only 
succeeded in achieving the same result at the hands 
of its most eminent ministers. As Jesus is brought 


DOWN FEOM HBAVBN 
and nearer to earth men warm more In simple love 
for Him, and the desire to imitate His perfect good- 
ness springs up within their souls. The Unitarians, 
however, of all sects, bring him the nearest to hu- 
manity, and believe more than any others in the 
possibility of imitating Christ. But to counsel imi- 
tation is against the spirit of our age and genera- 
tion. "We are told how widely various are all cre- 
ated things. Botanists have discovered in the mil- 
lions of varieties and modifications of nowers only 
the infinity of the field. It is said no two leaves in 
the forest are precisely alike, and who can estimate 
the innumerable varieties of species in the insect 
or even animal world. 


CHABI.E3 DICKENS, 
whose death we mourn as we mourn that of none 
save our own. most dear and intimate friends, 
wielded an Influence over the world that few others 
ever wielded. He drew from all ranks of life and ail 
fields of industry pictures which will never cease to 
touch the heart by their wondrous- Individuality, 
truth and warmth of life. He was as familiar with 
the simple joys and sorrows of the lowly as with the 
griefs and ambitions of the high; equally at home la 
marble halls, in the cabins of the wretched aud the 
haunts or vice. Yet all the characters he drew so well 
are but an infinitesmally small part of those that may

innovations. About ten days ago some of the grad-

they did without asking the consent or the Dea n of the 
Seminary, who has, it Is said, been endeavor- 
ing to suppress this school of thought ever since his 
entrance upon the duties of that omce last Severn- 
her. Inquiries were made at Bridgeport: the con- 
servatives became alarmed, entered tneir protest 
and stayed proceedings when' the yonng men were 
almost under the bishop's hands. But although 
these gentlemen were disappointed others were 
more fortunate, as Mr. E. A. Kdgerton, Mr. Charles 
S. Knapp and Mr. C. S. Whipple were admitted to 
the priesthood; Mr. A. D. Miller and Mr. Cornell to 
tne deaeonate. '

A Work of Love Successfully Prosecuted 


Coder Diiacnities—Ilio Lesson of Jacob's

This is a cosey little ediace, consisting of one room, 


plainly furnished and appointed, and containing an 
organ gallery, with a very neat instrument, in the 
south end of the church. The building is capable or 
seating about 500 persons. The churcli was organ- 
ized In April, ises, by the Kev. Eastburn Benjamin, a 
small, dark-complexioned man, of acute nervous 
temperament and untiring energy. He said that the 
Protestant Episcopal Chnrch had almost wholly 
neglected the adult blind, and he assumed for himself 
and nis lilttle church the dnty of caring for such 
In 
November, 1868, a home was leased m Seventh avenue 
between Fortieth and Forty-arse streets, where fifty 
or sixty adult blind persons, of both sexes, have been 
maintained and ministered unto ever since. Mr 
Benjamin prides himself on the success of this mis- 
sion and devotes his entire attention to it. In the 
spring of 1889 he purchased two lots In Seventh ave- 
nue, near the southwest corner of Thirty-fourth 
street, where a cool yard was kept, and thereon 
erected his present neat little chnrch. The lots cost 
$32,000, and the building $15,000. They commenced 
worship in it with a mortgage debt of $20,720 au-1 a 
floating debt of $18,520, about one-third of which 
has since been paid off. This, beside maintaining 
the "Home" ana the regular ministrations of the 
Gospel, has taxednhc feeble congregation; but they 
have given cheerfully to the utmost of their ability 
Tne state furnishes no assistance to blind persons 
over thirty years of age, and hence the "Home" 
mu-5i depend for its support wholly upou voluntary 
contributions.

imperceptibly, aud of whom he save onlv a passim, 
notice, he noted, with considerable descriptive nowe 
ttios'j characu-rs who have to battle their wav to a 
chauire of heart aud mind.

THE MAN WITH A TEMPER, 


who was uncontrollable In the outbur.-ts of his pas- 
M'OII or in the sulKmess of his offended ease or dig 
nity. Though he strove with a manly striving In 
w.is unable to- control it, until Christ came and 
calmed this sinful soul by tae exorcising of His sub 
dulng love. To perfect a man thus conditioned, and 
to bring him to a Knowledge of himself, God pu 
such men through great ansmlsh of mind or greet 
bodily affliction, and, submitting, they became work 
ers together with God. Aad some sceptics said— 
"An, his spirit is broken; that is the reason of his 
religion." "Yes, it was broken; bnt it was broken 
only as the flax is broken, to be bleached whiter 
until u is linen and thread." 


In this discipline of life nearly every true child o: 


God had a conflict with his affections. Our ail'ec- 
tions were earthward; they were certainly, as a 
rule, not heavenward, but were idolaters. To arouse 
men from this clinging to the earthly, after frequent 
admonitions and warnings, God will, ever ami aaon, 
bring the sharp discmline to bear of taking away 
the pnde of the house and the beloved of the cradle. 
In this way God taught men what long suffering and 
gentleness was. 


With these ansnbdued natures men live a very 
great part of their Chrjjtian life, for 


MEN AKE VERY HUGH USE FARMS. 
Settlers, waea tney went oat tuto the wilderness, 
generally clear about ten acres of the land, leavins 
the remaining one hundred and fifty acres un- 
touched. By ana by they cleared about flve acres 
more; by and by, five acres more, but seldom clear- 
ing the entire lot in the wilderness to the end. So 
God did with us; little by little we subdued our 
faculties; but there are unsubdued parts of our 
nature that lie like great tracks of the wilderness, 
untouched, ana whlcn are not cultivated except by 
the trials of ainiction, 


The difference with which taese trials were looked 
npon by man and God was then noticed. Men 
looked at themselves through their senses. God 
looked at men from the inward point of view. He 
knew the reaiitv of the invisible. He knew the value 
of the soul. For ihe sake of these it was that He 
chastised men. "Whom He loveth He chastenetn, 
and scourgeth every son whom he receiveth." Thus 
many men have entered heaven by then- children 
having been sent there first. 


Thus Christ asked every one who desired eminence 
in the Christian life:—"Art thou prepared to drink 
of tue cup that I drink of, or to be baptized with the 
baptism that I am baptized witli?" Those who 
respon Jed by taking the burdens of the cross were 
truly s;essei, and held to a suBlime faitn when.

HEW ORLEANS. 


5?iie New Labor Supply in tfae South— Tho 


JLnte .Arrival Direct froia Mons Itous— Inci- 
dent^ of Interest. 


[Froffl the Hew Orleans Republican, June 5.] 
During the visit or our reporter to the vessel hav- 
ing on board the lately arrived Chinese immigrants 
a number of incidents occuried well calculatea to 
interest all who are giving thought aad attention to 
the subject or an increased supply of labor for tae 
South. 
Oae of the first things to arrest the attention is the 
surprisingly womanish appearance of most or these 
emigrants. 
Their feminine countenances have 
already been mentioned. Their physical frames ap- 
pear to be correspondingly slight, anci the feminine 
contour of the upper portion of the body accords 
with their delicacy of facial proportion. 
The 
long queue worn by every one of them adds 
to 
then- womanish 
looks, particularly when 
clubbed. 
In 
full 
dress this 
appendage Is 
worn hanging 
down the back, reaching to 
within two inches of the ground. This extreme 
length of hair in all of them excited great surprise, 
which was, however, allayed on discovering the 
queue was eked out by the addition of silk or cotton 
thread, most cunningly incorporated with the hair, 
so as to make it difficult to tell where one ends and 
the other begins. When in gesTiabtlle this queue is 
coiled up ana fastened on the back part of the head, 
In which position it has a ludicrous resemblance to 
the present fashionable chignon. 
The man from China, as seen occasionally to the 
street, shows small and alight. An examination or 
the 166 who last Friday Ivent up the river on the 
Bismarck would lead to the conclusion that the 
sllEUtness of physical frame is the general rule; for 
there was not a large sized or robust man among 
them. 


But, 
notwithstanding their lightness of bodily 


frame, these people exhibit a compactness or limb 
and wiry appearance, indicating great endurance, 
ana it IB said of them that during the allotted hours 
oflabor their attention is nnremittme and never re- 
laxes. This is, no doubt, aided by their temperance 
in eating and tne simplicity of their mode of life. 


With the exception of the doctor, the Interpreter 
and the foreman, none had other baggage than a 
small, neatly made box, -about the size of a tea 
chest, and a light blanket. Of course they all had 
the inevitable tobacco pipe. These last were made 
of coarse bamboo cane for tne stem, and some 
species of hard wood, clumsily carved to resemble a 
grotesque 'ace, unlike humanity or any living 
tuing. 
Tne simplicity of tnese people's habits of life la 
such that if retained in this country success will 
follow their undertakings from the mere force of 
thrift. Their garments are made of evidently dura- 
ble, and in many Instances of fine materials; but 
these were tn nowise extensive, 
one Saratoga 
trunk would have likely contained the wardrobe oi 
tne whole troop. Yet then- extreme cleanliness is 
evidently habitual. 


One of their luxuries is a pillow— though it would 
puzzle a Solomon to find ont the use of the article. 
It is made of bamboo, and la simply a small stool, 
with the legs arranged to fold up ivhen not in use, 
which maHes it more portable. Wiien Jolin China- 
man reposes he places his chignon on this hard 
stool, where it serves as a pad. One of these curious 
pieces of bed furniture, together with an opium pipe 
ana several specimens ol "cash" (money), were pro- 
cured bj our reporter. 
Ther.ali appeared anxious to learn all they could 
o* the country where, and concerning the people 
among whom, they are to pass the next three years 
at least. Tney seemed, from what could be gathered 
through their Interpreter, to be lully aware that uuUc

We noticed last weet—though too late to do so at 


any length—a striking picture by Mr. Thomas mil, 
of Boston, now on exhibition at this gallery, and en- 
titled 


THE WHETE MOUNTAIN NOTCH, N. H. 


The canvas is a large one, six feet by ten, and tho 


scene represented thereon comprises a space of more 
than three miles,' between the Willey House, a short 
distance to the left or the spectator, and Mounts 
Willard and Tom in the extreme distance. It is the 
scene of a terrible tragedy which occurred in that 
locality August, 1825, by which the whole fainiiy of a 
Mr. Wiiley, consisting of nine persons, 
was 


destroyed by a landslide. The house of the Wiileys, 
situated 
at 
tlie • foot 
or a steep declivity, 


was 
protected 
by 
a 
large rock 
in 
the 


rear and remained uninjured. 
The family m 


their terror probably rushed from the house to 
escape, were overtaken by the' landslide ana de- 
stroyed. The painting represents the scene of the 
disaster the morning afterwards. The terrible war 
of the elements is over. Some dark, huge storm, 
clonus still hover over the valley in the foreground, 
cloudy columns, broken and dispersing, slowly float 
upwards over tas scene of death and destruction, in 
their graceful and fleecy beauty unconscious of the 
ruin beneatu, and wreathing the mountains witii 
festoons of delicate tracery and forms. Beyond the 
sky, wonderfully clear and blue, is seen through the 
breaking clouds. The sun shines down alike on 
weal aud woe, typical of the overruling care wincu 
is over just and unjust. 


The rendering or the mountain sides is gooa, well 
studied and carefully, leellagly, rendered. I'.'ie traces 
of the recent tempest are everywhere vislbis, from 
the torn aud broken trees and upturned eann to the 
torrent rushing along in its fury, aud carrying 
maoly with it the spofls of the tempest. 
There is a considerable power in the broad 
masses of sunlight and shades from the heavy 
clouds above, well harmonized with the general 
idea of the painting. Exception, however, niav be 
justly taken to a rather too great monotony through- 
out the work. There is too little difference or con- 
trast between the fore and background. Tiie dis- 
tance is good enough, but a still nearer point than 
is given in the picture would have added mucii 10 
the strength and unity ol the whole. Some nearer 
object might have been introduced with much effect. 
This all would have relieved the eye aud raiud some- 
what from a certain sense of weariness as it regards 
the three mile expanse of mountain side and tor- 
rent. The only living ngure introduced, wlimli 
gives a certain pathos, is that of a dog, the oii!y 
survivor of the catastrophe, who tried with almost 
human Intelligence to give notice of the fate of his 
master's family to a neighbor livmi beyond liw 
valley, and who is supposed later to have perished 
iu the torrent. It stands in the mute desperation of 
despair, and, although greatly awar.'ed both m Ue;t 
aud execution by distance, throws in a graceful ele- 
ment to the work as a whole. Mr. liili nas certainly 
paiuted a powerful picture, with several of the ele- 
ments of a great-pamter in it; but he nas not paid 
that regard to eu'ect which, if heavy aud conven- 
tional when carried to an extreme, wheu lackmc 
entirely is surely destructive to general unity and 
power of rendition.

The seneral interest which lias been awakened on 
both sides of the Atlantic relative to tne seveial fast 
yacht races which. Have taken place within tlie last 
two ycara lias been suillclent -to elicit considerable 
care and attention in the production of a work of 
art of tins kind, which, apart iroiu its excellence aa 
such, appeals to all as associated with an occasion 
in which we have just cause to feel some national 
pride and satisfaction, that an American yacht has 
accomplished what noue other has yec done, and 
shown herself lully able to compute with those of a 
nation already fanions for its eminence in all mauly 
sports, bolli on sea aad land. 


The painting itself is one wnicn combines several 


of Mr. De Haas' best points as a pamter. The action 
throughout the picture is excellent. The waves, 
crested with tlie led reileetion of the setting sun, 
are tin-own into that free and vivid action which it 
has not boen the good fortune ol.every one who has 
crossed tiie Channel, probably, lully to appreciate. 
Tue sky, brilliant with its evening glories, glows into 
a deep red and golden giory as it uears the horizon; 
over it some storm clouds, broken and dispersing, 
heighten the efl'ect of color and distance by tueir 
soberer hues aud grotesque forms. A light and sou 
mist rises from tha waves in the distance, subduing 
bnt not obscuring the outlines ol the cilfls that bor- 
der the English shore. These Dover clita stand 
forth, rising from the waves with tuat peculiar mel- 
lowed yet distinct enect of objects seen at a distance 
over water, which is nere very reehngly civen. la 
the midst of this beautilul scene, this beautiful har- 
mony of power and grace, is the yacht, the Daunt- 
less, seen lor a moment as she slieutly, almost, and 
swiftly sweeps along past the Dover coast, followed 
by her companions, tne American yachts which nave 
accompanied ner on her voyage. 


The representation of the "Queen or the Seaa" ia 
admirable, as she floats gracefully and lightly on the 
waves, with every canvas spread and filled with the 
evening breeze—a living challenge of the right to the 
title she bears—the Dauntless. The disposition of 
the light on and through me various sails is very va- 
ried and felicitous. 
On some the blue sky above 
falls, tinting with its own delicate shade the white 
canvas, while through and on others the warm snu- 
lighl streams, lighting them up with the wealth or 
gorgeous colors, of which the sun at evening is ever 
so prodigal. A group of fishermen with their boat 
relieves the monotony of the foreground, without lor 
a moment weakening the importance or the main 
Idea. The whole picture js most artistically con- 
ceived and wrought out with a genuine understand- 
ing ana feeling which does infinite credit to tha 
artist, who has invested with the poetry of color and 
sentiment what might seem to be a somewhat pro- 
saic subject. In passing a word of credit is due to 
the lithographers, who nave really very faithfully 
chromoed the picture, and in many respects with a 
surprising accuracy of color. Tne effect of the can- 
vas might have been much better in the proofs wa 
noticed.

Egyptian 3Land Grant to Foreigners. 


Mr. D. A. Lange states (May 31) that "the Khediva 


of Egypt has authorized the sale of lands adjoining 
the Suez maritime canal, in common with othei 
lands belonging to the Egyptian government, it being 
understood that tne proceeds derived from such 
sales shall De divided between the Egyptian govern- 
ment and the Suez Canal Company. The convention 
now concluded embraces the power to sell In com- 
mon all lauds capable of becoming centres or popu- 
lation from one end of the canal to the other, within 
au undefined radius. At Port Said conditional con- 
cessions had previously been made with an engage, 
meiit on the part of the Suez Canal Company 
to sell at fifty francs per metre, so soon as the au- 
thority to do so had oeen obtained. These conces- 
sions were made to nine companies—Engnsn, 
French, Austrian, Russian, Indian, besides tho Im- 
perial Marine of France, amounting to 45,900 square 
metres. Further concessions, on similar conditions, 
were made at Ismallia and Port Said, making to- 
gether 85,4,00 square metres, which, at fifty franca, 
gives an Immediate return of 4,270,00ft francs- for 
tiiese comparatively small portions of land. What 
the value of the whole may be at some future 
time it Is difficult to foresee. Four millions sterllne • 
Is spoken of as being within the limits of probabiluy. 
This must necessarily be conjectural, as all depends 
on contingencies which It is Impossible to foresee at 
present.
